The Commission, although reserved in 
expression on the Normal School question, 
are lavish in praises of our fine-flavored 
seedling oranges, plucked from the trees 
for their delectation, and the beautiful 
scenery and natural surroundings of the 
“ Gem of the Foothills.” 
Some half-dozen 
different sites, of from ten to tw enty acres, 
are offered for their selection for the school, 
and. in addition, our citizens have sub­ 
scribed quite a large sum to be used in im ­ 
proving and beautifying the grounds and 
planting them w ith orange and other fruit 
and ornam ental trees.

— I n the 
M oore-llopkins breach of promise case the

A F A M IL Y R O W 


T h e P r e s id e n t K n o c k s M ay o r H a rris o n 
O u t in th e T h ird R o u n d . 
C h ic a g o . M arch 25th.—Mayor Carter H. 
Harrison has again declined the Demo­ 
cratic nom ination for Mayor of Chicago, 
and this tim e he declares his decision is 
final. 
H e sent out a notice to the Demo­ 
cratic City Central Committee for a special 
meeting this aiternoon, when he read a 
prepared letter, outlining his purpose and 
the reasons which actuated him to this 
course. 
H e openly declares that he has 
been opposed by the representatives of the 
Adm inistration at W ashington, and has 
also been charged with treachery to politi­ 
cal friends. For these reasons he will not 
be a candidate. 
The letter states that at 
the Convention he was carried away by the 
enthusiasm of the m om ent and decided to 
accept. 
H e spoke of the endless abuse he 
h a l 
been subjected to bv the 
press 
for years, which he bore w ith comparative 
equanim ity because his personal honor 
was never attacked, but now being accused 
of betraying his friends the situation was 
unbearable, and life too short in which to 
undertake to set him self right. A lter de­ 
claring that knowing well the consequence 
of his action, which will be to forever bar 
him from future political honors, he must 
irrevocably withdraw his name front the 
head of the ticket. 
T he Mavor says : 
" The confidential ad­ 
viser in Chicago of the President of the 
U nited States has taken the public position 
that I should be defeated in the interest of 
the National A dm inistration. The three 
newspapers which are organs of the Presi­ 
dent in Chicago have attacked me since m v 
nom ination and urged my defeat. This 
convinces me that the President does not 
desire me to be elected. I therefore re­ 
spectfully suggest that you call into con­ 
sultation with you the gentlemen who are 
known to be advisers here of the Federal 
A dm inistration and 
nom inate a ticket 
which will command their support.” 
The charge of treachery made in the let­ 
ter has reference to DeW itt C. Cregier, for­ 
mer City Superintendent of Public W orks, 
and who was urged for the nomination 
upon the theory that Harrison would not 
accept another nom ination. 
W hat course 
the Democratic party will now pursue is 
not stated. Some of the party men declare 
that H arrison cannot resign now, and will 
run to m ake the race, while others intim ate 
that a new m an will be named. 


.T H E Y D O N ’T L I K E IT . 


N ew Y o rk D e m o c ra ts in a F ic k le A b o u t 
T e m p e ra n c e L e g is la tio n . 
N ew Y o rk , March 25th.—Governor Hill 
and the representatives of the Democratic 
party in the Legislature are getting be­ 
tween the devil and the deep sea as regards 
temperance matters. 
Two days ago the 
Democrats in the Senate arraved them ­ 
selves solidly against the Vedder bill to tax 
the sales of beverages. 
Yesterday the 
members of the same party in the Lower 
House voted alm ost as a unit against high 
license for New York and Brooklyn. At 
the same tim e at least forty of them put 
themselves on record as being in favor of 
extending the provisions of the Crosby bill 
to all cities of 15,000 inhabitants and over. 
There is a growing impression that the 
Governor would like to veto the Crosby bill 
should it pass the Senate, which now seems 
very probable, on the ground of special 
legislation. 
By the tim e that the Crosby 
bill is undergoing executive scrutiny, it is 
more than probable this other temperance 
measure—though Mr. Vedder calls it pri­ 
m arily a tax measure—will have passed 
the Senate and be in the hands of the As­ 
sembly. Should the Governor decide to 
veto the Crosby bill, the Republican m a­ 
jority in the Lower House m ay take it into 
their heads to rush forward the Vedder bill 
and give H ill another opportunity to indi­ 
cate his temperance views.

E d s. R e c o rd -U n io n : In all ages of the 
world there have been theoretical sophists 
and visionary reformers of the same class 
aud character as H enry George, the great 
disorganizer of social order, as well as the 
worst enemy of the laboring class by caus­ 
ing strikes, which they have not the legal 
right to enforce, and thereby bringing npon 
them distress and want, together w ith the 
loss of millions. 
I formed the acquaint­ 
ance of George in the fall of ’72, while he 
was on the editorial staff of the Evening 
Post. 
I then formed the opinion that as a 
writer he was a m an of brilliant but vision­ 
ary ideas, such as never were taught in the 
philosophical schools of Socrates and Plato, 
nor that ol Lycurgus. 
In my judgm ent 
his theory based on the individual right of 
m an to take and occupy the land, owned 
and in the possession of another, is con­ 
clusive evidence that his views are neither 
logical nor in consonance with the safety 
of social order, nor based npon principle of 
law. 
The right of exclusive ownership in land 
is co-existent w ith the earliest history of 
the hum an race. 
If it was not, why did 
not the patriarch A braham seize the field 
of Machpetah by force and take it from 
Ephron, instead of paying him 400 shekels 
of silver? It was because prior possession 
conferred individual ownership iu land. 
In my opinion civil society and civil order 
cannot exist unless the principle of exclu­ 
sive ownership in land is recognized as a 
necessary adjunct to the preservation and 
safety of life, liberty and the maintenance 
of the right to own other classes of prop­ 
erty. 
Let the com m unity throw away 
these 
safeguards 
of 
civilization, 
anil 
anarchy, communism and socialism will 
hang out their black banners in our legis­ 
late ’ halls and sweep from us the last ray 
of cr >11 liberty. 
Toe history of the world teaches us that 
among all civilized nations the individual 
rights of exclusive ownership and posses­ 
sion of property has always been a cardi­ 
nal principal of civil government. I have 
no doubt but that the laboring classes have 
grievous wrongs which should be redressed, 
but that does not give them any right to 
violate by force the rights of others, nor to 
injure the person or property of their em ­ 
ployers. 
In my opinion mob law and per­ 
sonal violence are very poor weapons to use 
by employes to torce concessions from 
their employers. 
These actions of the 
laboring classes, who are clamoring for re­ 
dress of their wrongs, cannot be defended, 
neither by moral nor civil law. 
It is the 
duty of every American citizen to defend 
our civil institutions, not to combine to de­ 
stroy them . The priceless heritage of civil 
liberty, bequeathed to us by our sires, m ust 
be preserved and kept from the grasp of 
these foreign emissaries of comm unism , by 
the strong arm of the native-born heirs of 
the Union, and these disorganizes m ust be 
taught to yield obedience to our laws, and 
also respect for our institutions. 
The 
American people, in justice to themselves, 
m ust put down these disorganizers whose 
origin can be traced to the European scum 
of Civilization and their cesspools of vice 
and crime.

of the French patriotic press it is not in or­ 
der to subject them to criticism, but sim ­ 
ply to add to the extensive documents 
which will one day give evidence of the 
calm patience w ith which Germany has 
borne for years the most insolent French 
slanders and provocations.” 
The tone of the Gazette, 
combined with 
Bismarck’s allusion in his speech in tne 
Landtag to the dangers still menacing Ger­ 
m any’s national existence, revives the fear 
of war. T ^e first sym ptom s of a recurrence 
of the feeling of uneasiness was visible on 
the bourse yesterday, there being a general 
reaction in international securities.

C A R D IN A L G IB B O N S . 


n i s E le g a n t T r iliu te to A m e ric a iu tlie 
H o m e o t th e C ie sa rs. 
R om e, March 25th.—Cardinal Janies Gib­ 
bous, Archbishop of Baltimore, Md., to­ 
day formally took possession of the Basil­ 
ica of Santo Marie, in Trastevere, as his tit­ 
ular church. 
He was arrayed in splendid 
robes of cardinal. 
After the usual ceremonies were conclud­ 
ed Cardinal Gibbons, rem aining seated and 
wearing his beretta, expressed bis gratitude 
to the Pope, and recited the early Catholic 
history in' America. H e said : “ For m y­ 
self. as a citizen of the U nited States, and 
without closing m y eyes to oar shortcom ­ 
ings as a nation. I say, w ith a deep sense 
of pride and gratitude, that I belong to a 
country where the civil Government holds 
over us the icgis of its protection without 
interfering w ith ns in the 'legitim ate exer­ 
cise of our sublime mission as m inisters of 
the Gospel of Christ:. 
O ur country has 
liberty without license, and authority w ith­ 
out despotism. She rears no wall to ex­ 
clude the stranger from coming among us. 
She has few frowning fortifications to repel 
the invader, for she is at peace with all the 
world. She rests secure in the conscious­ 
ness of her strength and her good will to­ 
ward all. H er harbors are open to welcome 
the honest emigrant who comes to advance 
his tem poral inti rests and find a peaceful 
home. But, while we are acknowledged to 
have a free Government, perhaps we do not 
deserve the credit that belongs to us for 
having also a strong Government. Yes, 
our nation is strong, and her strength lies, 
under the overruling guidance of Provi­ 
dence, in the majesty and supremacy of 
the law, in the loyalty of her citizens, and 
in the affection of her people for her free 
institutions. 
There 
are, indeed, grave 
social problems now engaging the earnest 
attention of the citizens of the United 
States, but I have no doubt that, with 
God's blessing, these problem s will be 
solved by the calm judgm ent and sound 
sense of the American people, without vio­ 
lence or revolution, or any injury to indi­ 
vidual rights.”

To those who are unacquainted w ith the 
m ethods of prison discipline, a visit to the 
branch prison at Folsom is full of interest. 
To see the 600 prisoners at work in and 
around those quarries, one wonders by 
what means men who are convicted of all 
the crimes known to our laws behave so 
excellently aud work with a degree of in ­ 
dustry that would lie creditable to any walk 
of life. Six hundred men, unm anacled, 
unchained, outside of the prison walls, w ith 
nothing to indicate '.hat they were prisoners 
except tbeir striped felons’ suits, working 
away with a will, performing an honest 
day’s lahor and apparently proud of the re­ 
sult of their toil", is a sight to the visitor 
totally unexpected. Men who never in a 
free state did an honest day's work—for­ 
gers, burglars, highwaymen" m urderers— 
vie with each other to see who can do the 
meat, and strive to, and do accomplish as 
good work as that turned out by free skilled 
labor. These men are of all ages, from a 
youth of 16 to tuen bowed down by three­ 
score years and ten : men whose sentences 
range from 1 to 55 years, while others have 
been sentenced for life. 
W hat is still more 
rem arkable, the “ lifetimers,” as they are 
called, are said to be the most contented 
and best workers, and the Mexican and In ­ 
dian, who in a free state 


ARE LAZY, INDOLENT AND AVERSE TO LABOR 
Of any kind, are the most reliable and in ­ 
dustrious. The secret of all this is the 
t-.ict that the quality and service of their 
food, and the lim ited privileges they enjoy, 
are dependent upon their behavior and tlie 
am ount and quality of the labor they per­ 
form. 
The 
eating departm ent of the 
Drison is divided into three grades, and is 
designated [>7 the prisoners as the " bean 
table,” *• bulí beef 
and “ m utton chop.” 
The dining-room for the “ bean table” is 
fitted np with tables consisting of a single 
board about ten inches wide, upon which, 
about every three feet, is securely nailed a 
tin dish containing pepper and salt. The 
beans and other rough food are served 
on tin plates, aud knives and forks are not 
provided. The food is wholesome, bnt it 
m ust be eaten in the most prim itive style, 
and the prisoners are not allowed to speak 
to one another during meal tim e. All new 
prisoners are placed at the “ bean table,” 
and it is not until their excellent conduct 
and industry commends them to the m an­ 
agement that they are 


PROMOTED TO THE “ BULL BEEF TABLE.” 
Here the fare is more varied, the prison­ 
ers are seated at tables, fam ished with 
wholesome beef, vegetables, etc. This is 
quite a step in advance of the “ bean table,” 
and m any prisoners never get beyond it. 
The “ m utton-chop table” is the bight of 
the prisoner’s ambition. 
H ere he is seated 
at a regular dining-table: he has a full 
compliment of dishes—though all are of 
tin—be has a knife and fork ; the table is 
furnished with castors: he has a m utton 
stew, stewed beef, meats in variety, veget­ 
ables in season, and is allowed to converse 
freely w ith his fellows. 
It is a distinction 
he is proud of, one that he has worked 
hard to obtain, and one that be will m ain­ 
tain, no m atter how bard the struggle. 
The prisoners are treated k in d ly ; 
the 
“ m utton-chop” men are shown great con­ 
sideration fay the officers, and from this 
class little or no trouble is ever experienced, 
for an infraction of the rules sends them to 
the “ bean-table,” from which they find it 
difficult to again obtain what they have 
lost.

A VISIT TO MACAO. 


ABCADIAN WATS AND VIEWS IN 
CHINA SEA. 


Structures and Activities o f the Dis­ 
tant Past—Streets, Customs, 
Game of Fan-Fan. Etc. 


LSpecial Reoop.d-Union Correspondence.! 
Macao, February 6,1887. 
Leaving Hongkong with a drizzling rain, 
a bitter wind and a sprained foot, I started 
on board the Kin-kiang for the famous 
Portuguese colony of Macao. 
On every 
side along the way the colors are the same 
as those of an early California winter, 
green just showing through brown and 
yellow, huts scarcely distinguishable from 
the rocks, stunted pines and drifting mist 
clouds on the hills make up the landscape, 
while now and then some village, with 
enormously large banners with lettering 
and dragons upon them, make 
many 
bright spots along the shore. 
As one approaches Macao from the sea, 
he is charmed by its picturesque appear­ 
ance, like a bit of old Europe brought out 
and plauted here. Mount Charil, with the 
light-house, and Mount Nillan are the 
prominent points; and, upon entering the 
bay, the fort of San Francisco appears on 
the right, and on the left the fort of Our 
Lady of Bom Parto. Immediately on ar­ 
riving I was carried in a chair through 
winding ways over a hill to the hotel, kept 
by Hing Kee, which faces the well-built 
Praya, where, after a grand dinner (I was 
hungry), I went to bed and laid my head 
upon a real feather pillow—the first since 
leaving home. 


WALKS ABOUT MACAO. 
Macoa is thirty-five miles from Hong­ 
kong and covers an area of twelve square 
miles on a peninsula joined to the island 
of Heaug-shang by a very narrow strip of 
land, where formerly there was a post kept 
by Chinese to prevent foreigners from go­ 
ing inland. The place was granted to the 
Portuguese ia 1585 by the Chinese for serv­ 
ices against a piratical 
invasion from 
Tapan, though the Portuguese had settled 
in St. John's Island (where St. Francis 
Xavier died), and in several places about. 
Tribute was given to China until in 1848, 
GovernorJFerreia de Amaral refused to pay 
it any longer, and expelled the customs 
official. 
For this he was killed near 
Porta de Cerco, and his head carried to 
Canton, but the 
Portuguese took the 
wall and secured privileges the same as 
the English. This was all the history I 
was able to scrape together concerning 
Macao, and I went to sleep listening to the 
waves as they broke regularly on the stone 
embankment before my window, and 
mixed the sound with my little bit of his­ 
tory in a most unheard of jumble. 
Next morning I walked out the Estrada 
San Francisco and quite around the little 
peninsula. On one side is the sea, on the 
other rises the hill where the military hos­ 
pital of San Januarius is built, a pretty con­ 
trast in its pink and white to the shrubs 
and pampas grass about it, where here and 
there a bit of broken stone railing or old 
cannon peeps out, and above it all towers 
the hermitage-fort of Our Lady of Guia, 
where floats the blue and white flag of Port­ 
ugal. 
A PA USES CEM ETERY , 
Not the usual tower of silence, but gray 
and desolate, lies in terraces below the 
road, and I hear the voices of children at 
play on the beach. In one corner of the 
Praca de Luiz de Camoens is the gateway to 
the old garden of the Marques family. On 
the left is a large ruined building, through 
the windows of which one sees banana 
trees grown to the second story. Passing 
under the archway and through parteries 
of ribbon gardening by winding ways and 
steps, one comes to masses of black, lichen- 
covered rocks, over which are twisted like 
constrictors the tightly interlaced roots of 
banyan trees. The voices of many birds 
fill the air, and at all times a gentle breeze 
is here. All is quietness and peace, just 
the place for rest—the place of places one 
would choose were he in sadness or look­ 
ing for a retreat far from the noise of the 
world. And there it was that a great man 
came years ago when cast ofi by his own. 


T H E POET LU IZ B E CAMOESS 
Was one of if not the most famous Portu- 
jjuese known to the w orld; he was the son 
of a sea-captain and led a life of the most 
romantic kind. Just after completing his 
education he saw and loved Catarina de 
Atayde, who loved him in return, but the 
lady was also courted by the King, and 
through his jealousy and power Camoens 
was banished to Goa, the settlement in In­ 
dia. Cupid, though, balked tbe King 
in his design, for Catarina died of grief. 
Camoens went through many adventures, 
in one of which, an attack against Morocco, 
he lost his right eye, and found himself in 
far China. Here, in Macao, where he held 
an office from 1553 to 1561, he wrote his 
famed “ Os Lusiados,” which describes the 
founding of Lisbon by a party under 
Ulysses. Returning to Portugal, he suf­ 
fered shipwrecks, imprisonments and se­ 
vere poverty, through which he was sup­ 
ported by a faithful servant, till death 
came to his relief as he lay ill in the poor- 
house. Then follow quickly fame, medals 
in his honor, monuments and immortality. 
Three bowlders form the grotto, one rest­ 
ing upon the others as a sort of roof, and 
thus making a cool, natural room where 
the poet wrote. It is difficult to imagine 
what terrific convulsion of nature could 
have thrown these huge masses so together, 
balancing them so nicely. Under this roof 
is a pedestal and bronze bust, with the 
poet's name and “ Naseeo 1524, Morreo 
1580,” with stanzas from the “ Os Lusia­ 
dos,” or the “ Lusiad,” as we call it. The 
bronze represents a handsome face, with a 
laurel wreath about the head. From this 
garden one can see 


T H E JE S U IT CHURCH OK ST. PAUL. 
Approaching this beautiful ruin from the 
street, one climbs a long flight of massive 
and broad steps, with heavy balustrades of 
carved granite, which leads to the paved, 
open space before the building. The front 
wall and parts of the sides are all that are 
now standing of this once magnificent 
cathedral; but enough to tell something of 
the grandeur which must have been within. 
The style of architecture I do not know by 
name,"it is suggestive of Gothic in many 
points, and is the same' as used in the Mis­ 
sions of California. 
The same graceful 
scroll work and curved outline are here 
repeated as are seen in San Xavier del Bac, 
sear Tucson, Arizona. This magnificent 
front is of solid granite, blackened with 
age and smoke, while from corners and 
crevices grow trees and vines. Some of 
the carvings, though often grotesque in 
design are exquisite in finish. 
A ship 
under full sail, a skeleton, a double 
headed dolphin compose some of the 
panels, and a frieze of very slightly con­ 
ventionalized flowers, of different kinds, 
extends across the whole front. There are 
six niches with statues of Saints, and 
many scrolls with Chinese characters— 
probably Biblical texts—carved in them. 
Over the main entrance, which is now 
walled up, I read the words, “ Mater Dei,” 
and in the corner-stone, much worn and 
covered with dirt, I deciphered, “ Virgini 
Magn;e Matri Civitas Macaensis Libens 
Posnit, An. 1602.” Japanese workmen had 
to be brought by the Jesuits to do the 
stone-carving, as the Chinese at that time 
in the province had not sufficient mechani­ 
cal skill in tbe use of the chisel. It is 
painful to find these Christian ruins with 
heathen shrines built close against them. 
One still sees the painful effect of the 
typhoon of 1874 in the overthrown houses 
■at Baa Antonio parish. 


TH E STREETS OF MACAO 
Are generally not broad, but are well paved 
and clean, opening otten into bright little 
plazas. 
The houses are of two stories, 
washed in colors yellow, blue or pink and 
sometimes green, quite covered with white 
stucco trimmings, in arabesque or quaint 
original designs of flowers, garlands, bows 
o f ribbon and little faces of birds, remind­ 
ing one of the towns in southern Germany. 
Many windows are composed of isinglass 
in small bits, set in pretty designs or over­ 
lapping each other like shingles. They 
look like mother of pearl from the street, 
and have a rich effect, but surely very little 
light can penetrate, though in summer this 
half-light must be acceptable. 
Women whose head-gear consists of a 


couple of yards of black silk folded so as 
to quite hide the face, pass noiselessly in 
and out of the dark doorways while you 
are conscious of peeping eyes turned upon 
you from the little lower windows, which 
give a monastic appearance to so many of 
the houses. Chinese water-carriers, who 
ingeniously float a bit of wood in their full 
buckets to prevent the water from splash­ 
ing, jog along, dexterously avoiding the 
sedan-chair or rumbling jinriksha. Buffalo 
cows are driven to the doors and milked 
there, thus assuring the buyer that he is 
purchasing from the fountain-head, meta­ 
phorically only. 
Soldiers, too, are met w ith; magnifi­ 
cently formed, large and elegant uniforms 
have been furnished by the Government. 
They have been made to fit a Hercules, but, 
unfortunately, the men who are put inside 
these uniforms do not meet the demands 
in length, breadth or rotundity, so the ef­ 
fect is very unsatisfactory, as it leaves too 
much vacancy in the army. Few ladies 
are seen upon the streets or promenades, a 
lact accounted for by a citizen who told me 
that the upper class people are so poor that 
in a large family when one female goes to 
church the others must remain at home, 
as she has to wear the dress. On the Praya 
one notices a red flag with a white elephant 
in the center. This is before the house of 
the Siamese consul. This office is held 
by a wealthy citizen of Macao, though 
la m told that scarce one native of Siam 
visits the place in a year, so the only rea­ 
son for this gentleman holding the position 
is that it enables him to wear a fine uni­ 
form upon full dre3s occasions—this is not 
a fancied reason but is actually the known 
one. 
CLIMBING MOUNT NILLAN. 
With glorious outlooks on every side, the 
church of Our Lady of Pehna offers a 
pleasant resting place. 
It was built in 
1622. repaired in 1837, and I wish I might 
add re-repaired in 1887, for it has fallen 
into 
most 
lamentable 
decay. 
Long 
passages 
and 
flights 
of 
lichened 
steps," overthrown 
urns 
and 
pictur­ 
esque arches 
are 
all 
there for the 
artist, while ferns find foothold between 
the 
stones 
and 
mortar, 
and 
a 
clinging vine, called ficus, covers patches 
yards square with its bright green leaf. Be­ 
fore the church is a large, roughly-hewn 
cross, bearing in faded black the scroll 
“ J. N. R. J.,” while the gilded letters be­ 
fore the heathen temples in the valley be­ 
low are bright. 
Yet, though these places 
are in ruin now, the seed has been sown, 
and we have faith that that 3croll shall 
some day read not “ Rex Judieorum,” but 
“ Rex Mundi.” 


TH E GAME OF FAN-TAN. 
Just as the visitor to Monte Carlo must 
go to the gaming tables, so must the visitor 
to Macao go to the fan-tan. As in duty 
bound, after dinner I started out beneath 
the soft, oil lights of the street lamps, past 
policemen wearing hoods like pilgrims, 
past Chinese watchmen with drum and 
clapper, till I reached the gayly-lighted 
house where a game of fan-tan is licensed 
(the Government obtains nearly all its 
revenue from 
licensing these houses), 
and which 
was 
frequented by Euro­ 
peans. 
The place looked like a Chi­ 
nese restaurant in San Francisco, and 
in 
the 
second-story 
room 
sat 
the 
croupier behind a counter. On the coun­ 
ter was a square of metal divided into four 
parts, each numbered 1, 2, 3, 4. Before 
the croupier is a pile of polished coins, with 
a hole in the center ot each—called cash— 
the croupier draws away some under a 
brass beli; no one knows how many. Now 
the player puts his money upon any one 
of the four spots he chooses, and the crou­ 
pier counts out the remaining cash, using a 
pointed bamboo rod, so that no conceal­ 
ment is possible, four at a time, slowly till 
either one, two. three or four pieces are left; 
if the number left corresponds to the number 
on the metal square where your money is 
placea you win three times your risk, or if 
it is any of the other three, you lose. Just 
over tbe table or counter is a square hole 
in the ceiling with a railing around it in 
the room above; it is here the ladies sit 
and let down their money and draw up 
their winnings in a bag. A dollar seems 
to be the favorite stake, and men and 
women are coming and going constantly ; 
one Chinaman put down a watch and chain 
and 
LOST IT W ITHOUT A FROW N. 
Macao is a favorite resort for the Hong­ 
kong people in summer, when the ever- 
preseDt cool breeze is very grateful. Small 
as Macao is. it has its smaller dependency 
of Taipa, which is picturesquely situated on 
a neighboring island, where tbe snow-white 
cathedral is always in view. I have 
purposely described Macao in a passionless 
manner, for tbe place is so lovely in all its 
respects, and I was so completely charmed 
with all I saw there, that I feared to use 
tbe adjectives that formed themselves i d my 
mind. I must say in closing that never in 
my life have I seen a lovelier sight than 
the view of tbe city with its fortréss- 
crowned hills and beautiful gardens, un­ 
less it be Venice, as she rises from the sea, 
in the delicate tinting of a summer sunset. 
Macao is dead, but beautiful in death, and 
I hope the same hand which raised the 
dáughíer of Jairus will sometime give her 
renewed life, when vesper and matin shall 
again be heard in these deserted temples, 
and tbe doors of Our Lady of Pehna be 
open day and night.

HINTS FOR HOUSEWIVES. 


When drain pipes or places get sour or 
impure they may be cleansed with lime 
water, carbolic acid or chloride of lime. 
The inside of a coffee or teapot which 
has become discolored may be made bright 
as new by filling with soap suds and boil­ 
ing forty-five minutes. 
Graham Pudding—Two cups of Graham 
flouri one cup of molasses, one cup sweet 
milk, one cup chopped raisins, two tea­ 
spoonfuls soda. Steam three hours. 
Clean out all the rose bushes by taking 
away the old wood and then shortening 
the stronger shoots one-third. The growth 
and appearance will be greatly improved 
thereby. 
If ants are to be killed, a sponge satur­ 
ated with sweetened water, it is said, will 
be quickly filled with them. The sponge 
may then be dipped in boiling water from 
time to time. 
Broiled Tripe—When the tripe is well 
boiled, cut in pieces that can De accommo­ 
dated upon the gridiron, and broil quickly. 
Season with plenty of butter, salt and 
pepper to taste. 
Rice Pudding without Eggs—Two quarto 
of milk, two-thirds of a cup of rice, sanft 
of sugar, small piece of butter and a little 
sa lt; stir it occasionally until boiling hot, 
and cook in a slow oven until of the con­ 
sistency of cream. 
Bread Pudding—Take one pint of bread 
crumbs, soaked in one quart of sweet milk, 
one-half cup white sugar, two eggs beaten 
thoroughly, one cup of raisins if desired, 
heaping teaspoonful of butter, and salt to 
suit the taste ; stir well together and bake. 
Muffins—Cream together one cupful of 
butter and one cupful of sugar, add three 
eggs and one pint of milk, stirring w ell; 
then add one quart of wh eat flour, with 
two teaspoon fuls of baking powder and one 
cupful of yellow Indian m eal; bake in 
muffin rings in a hot oven.

We have been improving the pleasant 
weather, before the annual season of rain 
begins, by making several trips into the 
tierra caliente— tbe chief incentive being to 
study the contrast (than which none can 
be greater), between rural living in our 
own country and this. One of these jour­ 
neys took us away down into the southern 
State of Jalisco, to the ancient city of Za- 
jjotlan, which on the latest official maps 
now figures as La Cuidad Guzman. 
It hardly seems possible that this sirange 
pueblo and its people can belong to the 
American continent, and that it lies less 
than four thousand miles from Sacra­ 
mento ! Tbe town is one of the oldest in 
Mexico, having been settled by tbe Span­ 
iards soon after the conquest. It has a 
population of 20,000, and being at an alti­ 
tude of nearly five thousand feet, tbe 
climate is absolutely perfect. Surely, if 
Paradise is to be located ultimately on this 
terrestrial sphere, as "many believe, it will 
be in such a zone as this—whether in 
Mexico, Central America, the West Indies, 
the Himalayas—half way up a tropic 
mountain, where the skies are always blue 
and the year an endless June. But before 
this land of the Zapotlanians can become 
an orthodox heaven, the present popula 
tion will have to be disposed of. The region 
is considered one of tbe most dangerous in 
Mexico, many of the natives being ad­ 
. dieted to 
1 
private brigandage; 
And whenever one of the frequent politi­ 
cal revolts gives them opportunity, tbey 
rally forth en masse on an expedition of 
plunder, in the name of liberty and with 
tbe exigencies of war as an excuse. The 
priesthood still retains a more powerful 
hold here than elsewhere in Mexico, but 
they cannot be very severe in their deal­ 
ings with criminals, since tbe confessional 
niiist make them acquainted with numer­ 
ous robberies and murders. Heretics assert 
that some of tbe priests themselves are in 
cahoots with the brigands; but, however 
that may be, upon the wall or door of 
every house in the most notorious quarters 
is pasted a small pink placard setting forth 
the fact in Spanish print that the residents 
thereof are under the especial protection of 
San Jose, Santa Guadalupe, or some other 
patron Saint. 
g-All the roadsides leading to Zapotlan are 
lined with wooden 
crosses, each rude 
memorial surrounded by its heap of stones, 
every pebble denoting a" prayer, thus prov­ 
ing that the pious creatures who assist the 
unwary traveler to a sudden exit from this 
vale of tears, are yet obliging enough to do 
all in their power to rescue his uushriven 
soul from purgatory. 
It is an old Spanish proverb: ‘ The pic­ 
ture of a battle ia best seen at a distance;” 
and beyond doubt the existence of so many 
highwaymen is mainly due to tbe fact 
that their demands are seldom resisted. 
The sight of a masked brigand, canter­ 
ing up with cocked revolver and the 
usual command, cara en tierra (“ put your 
face to the ground"), is liable to so reduce 
the courage of the bravest man that be 
prostrates himself without loss of time, 
and submits tamely to any indignity. Yet 
in ninety-nine cases out of a hundred 
hardy resistance would be infinitely better, i 
and if travelers would show a proper de­ 
gree of spirit brigandage would soon die 
out, for with ail their bluster these people 
are arrant cowards. Generally no further 
ill-treatment is offered by the rascally 
“knights of the road” than robbery; but 
there have been instances, not a few, where 
not only the victims’ baggage, arms and 
money have been appropriated, but all his 
clothes as well, and he was compelled to 
resume his journey airily 


ATTIRED IN A NEW SPAPER 
To this day it is best to travel in these 
parts with considerable escort, and without 
much of value to tempt cupidity. Yet one 
must be sure to have a few dollars about 
him, for if so unwise as to be caught 
wholly without coin, he is certain to be 
terribly beaten, if not killed, for his im­ 
pertinence in thus disappointing the gen­ 
tlemen of the highway. 
But they are mutj simpática (very sym­ 
pathetic) in Zapotlan, and when hearing of 
a wajside murder never fail to remark, 
“ Pobracito! Que desgracia" (“Poor fel­ 
low, what a mishap!” ) 
The monotonous streets of tbe town are 
narrow, straight and stony; the low walls 
of crumbling adobe overgrown with vines 
and green with litchens, and the windows 
—all without glass—protected by heavy 
wooden bars. Its central plaza is rendered 
picturesque by groups of tine cocoa-palms, 
whose feathering tops, however, afford no 
shade in the glaring sunshine; and its 
adobe benches, scattered about in the hot 
sand, are not inviting, being overrun with 
scorpions, centipedes and lizards. 
Near the plaza stands the ruins of a once 
fine cathedral, which was destroyed by an 
earthquake nearly eighty years ago, and no 
attempt has ever been made to restore or 
remove it. 
Zapotlan is chiefly noted for its several 
soap-factories—a rare industry in Mexico— 
and the manufacture of pulque and mescal 
in its neighboring maguey haciendas. 
Much sugar, molasses and aguardiente de 
cana—sugar-cane rum—are also made in 
the vicinity. The exceedingly fertile soil 
of this section is only partially tilled, and 
that by tbe most primitive methods, prob­ 
ably owing as much to natural laziness as 
to insecurity of life and property and lack 
of transportation for produce. In this por­ 
tion of Mexico the favorite pastime and 
only dissipation is 


COCK-FIGHTING— 
Which appears to be more alluring than 
bull-fighting, as it affords wider scope for 
betting—but even this divertisement is 
only indulged in on Sundays and Feasts 
of Obligation. 
Strange to say, though 
Mexican ladies are liberal patrons of the 
plaza de torros, or bull-fighting arena, and 
once graced every cockpit by their presence 
and best clothes, tbey no longer attend the 
latter. Therefore, since it would never do 
for Betsy and I to fly in the face of estab­ 
lished costumbre, however actuated by the 
sternest sense of journalistic duty, I cannot 
give you an account, first band, of the per­ 
formances therein. 
But the cockpit, as 
one of the established institutions of the 
country, m u st by no means by overlooked 
or shunned, and we visited it by proxy, so 
to speak, through the gentlemen of our 
party, who—so they assured us—went as 
martyrs to the love of knowledge, urged by 
a curiosity as disinterested as that which 
might have lured a stranger in ancient 
Rome to drop into the amphitheater in the 
days of the Thracian prize-fights. And 
this is what they learned, on a lovely Sun­ 
day afternoon—when the balmy air of a 
tropical March was like that of Northern 
mid-summer and the odor of roses and 
orange-flowers filled the air : 
There was no difficulty in finding the 
place, for all Zapotlan was moving thither­ 
ward as soon as mass was concluded. A 
rude adobe structure, whose main walls 
were hardly higher than a man’s head, 
served to screen the performances from all 
except those whose pure zeal for informa­ 
tion led to the payment of 25 cents to get 
inside. Passing a low doorway screened by 
a dirty calico curtain, our American mar­ 
tyrs found themselves within what seemed 
like a dilapidated cow-shed which had 
been temporarily converted into a circus. 
Just inside the curtain—in a rough chair 
scooped out of a block of solid m ahogany- 
sat an elderly Mexican, with a rusty mus­ 
tache and a "pack ot small printed cards. 
The latter being tickets of admission, our 
martyrs exchanged their reales for some of 
them", after which the Mexican stroked his 
mustache and bowed profoundly with a 
gracious “ Entren ustedes, senors "—the literal 
translation of this open sesame being, 
“ Enter yourselves, sirs.” The place was 
crowded with all classes of 


ZAPOTLANIAN SOCIETY. 
There was the well-to-do merchant and 
the miserable pack-peddler. Colonels with 
blazing epaulets, and half-naked private 
soldiers, doctors, lawyers, servants, digni­ 


fied fathers of familes with ample waist­ 
coats and bald heads, callow youths in 
their teens, and a liberal sprinkling of 
boys — all boiling over with maddening 
avidity for the sport. 
The benches of the primitive theater 
rise one above another, forming a square, 
within which—on the moist clay floor, in­ 
closed by a slight wooden barrier three 
feet high—is the fatal arena. In a nook to 
the right of a calico curtain, all the deadly 
equipments of the gladiators were laid out 
—such as the knives to be fastened to the 
legs of tbe roosters, a fine-toothed saw for 
cutting the gaffs, etc. 
While the lists were being arranged and 
the armorers busy lacing on the gyves and 
weapons of the combatants, and many an 
ounce of precious metal was staked on the 
chances of life and death, the pertinacious 
gladiators kept crowing with all their 
might, and in glossiest feather strutted 
saucily about the ring as far as their 
hempen garters would permit. 
It is said that tbe Zapotlanians are pro­ 
verbial for their economy in most affairs of 
life, never spending a madio outside tbe 
cockpit if tbey can possibly avoid i t ; but 
once inside this charmed circle they are 
the most prodigal of spendthrifts. The 
betting ran high and brisk, and gold pieces 
changed hands with dazzling rapidity. Our 
American friends were particularly struck 
by a callow-faced youth, who had neither 
shoes nor stockings—not so much as a 
scrap of ox-hide io the sole of his foot. But 
had every pimple on his sallow face been a 
ruby (and his complexion was a flour­ 
ishing 
nursery of 
pimples), he could 
not 
have 
been 
inore 
lavish 
with 
his purse. However, matters soon came 
to a crisis with the young speculator. 
Taking 
the 
bet 
of 
another 
equally 
infatuated sportsman (the latter dressed in 
broadcloth and embroidered linen), he 
staked a handful of gold on a red and 
yellow rooster of most seductive points 
and irresistible spunk. It was evidently 
all be had in the world. There was a pro­ 
digious fluttering of cropped wings, a 
shaking of scarlet crests, a cross-fire of 
murderous glances, a sudden spring, a 
fierce tussle, fuss and feathers indescriba­ 
ble, a pool of blood—and the wealth of the 
pimple-faced prodigal was gone forever! 
A CRUEL, SENSELESS, IGNOBLE SPORT, 
It is fast going out of fashion among the 
better classes. Time was, not long ago, 
when the President and all his Cabinet, 
daintiest damts of high degree, and all the 
wealth, beauty and eiegance of Mexico 
were to be seen at tbe cockpit. 
The 
Countess Calderon de la Barca, wife of an 
early Spanish Minister, writing from this 
country a number of years ago, describes 
the annual fete of Pascua (Whitsunday), 
on which day the churches and gambling 
houses are thrown open simultaneously, 
and the greatest celebration was held 
at San 
Agustin, a 
romantic 
village 
nine m ies from 
the City of 
Mexi­ 
co, now generally called Tlalpan. 
Says 
she : “ Time in its revolutions, whirling all 
things out of their places, has made no 
change in the annual fete of San Aguslin. 
Fashions alter. The giaeeful mantilla gives 
place to the ungraceful bonnet. The old 
painted coach, moving slowly like a cara­ 
van, with Guido’s Aurora painted on its 
panels, is dismissed for the London-built 
carriage. Old customs have pas6ed away. 
The ladies no longer sit on the door-sills 
eating roast duck with their fingers. Even 
the floating gardens have become station­ 
ary and have occasionally joined the con­ 
tinent. 
But the annual 
fete of 
San 
Agustin is built on a more solid foundation 
than taste or custom or floating soil.” : * * 
“ The country villas are filled with all that 
is gayest and most distinguished in Mexico, 
and even- house and every room in the 
village has been hired for months in ad­ 
vance. The ladies are in their most ele­ 
gant toilets, and looking forward to a de­ 
lightful whirl of dancing, cock-fighting, 
dressing and driving out. 
“ The high road leading from tbe Capital 
to San Agustin is covered with vehicles 
of every description ; carriages, diligencias, 
carts and carratelas. Those who are not 
fortunate enough to possess any wheeled 
conveyance come out on horses or mules— 
single, double or treble if necessary— and 
many hundreds, with visions of silver be­ 
fore their eyes and a few pence hid under 
their rags, trudge out on foot. The Presi­ 
dent himself, in carriage and six, attended 
by his Aides-de Camp, sanctions by liis 
presence the amusements of the fete. The 
Mexican Generals and other officers follow 
in bis wake, and tbe gratifying spectacle 
may not infrequently be seen of the Presi­ 
dent leaning from his box in the plaza de 
gallos, betting upon a cock with a hatiess, 
bootless and probably worthless ragamuffin 
in the pit. We went to tbe gollos about 3 
o'clock. Tbe main plaza was crowded, and 


T H E LADIES IN T H E IR BOXES 
Looked like a parterre of bright-hued flow­ 
ers. But while tbe señoras in their boxes 
did honor to the fete by their brilliant 
toilets, tbe gentlemen promenaded round 
the circle in jackets, high and low being on 
the same curtailed footing, certainly in a 
style of dress more befitting the exhibition. 
The President and bis suite were already 
there, also several of the foreign Ministers. 
Meanwhile the cocks crowed valiantly, 
bets were adjusted, and even the women 
entered into the spirit of tbe scene, taking 
bets with the gentlemen, sutta voce, upon 
such and such favorite animals. 
As a 
small knife is fastened to the leg of each 
cock, the battle seldom lasts long, one or 
the other soon falling in a pool of blood. 
Then a great clapping of hands ensues, 
mingled with the loud crowing of some 
unfortunate cock, who was giving himself 
airs previous to a combat in which he is 
probably destined to crow his last. 
It lias" a carious effect to European eyes 
to see young ladies of good family, looking 
peculiarly feminine and gentle, sanction­ 
ing by their presence the savage diversion. 
Unlike cockpits in other countries, attend­ 
ed only by blacklegs and pickpockets, by 
far the largest portion of the assetfibly in 
the pit was composed of the 


FIRST YOUNG M EN IN MEXICO, 
And, for that matter, of the first old ones, 
too. 
There was neither confusion nor 
noise nor even loud talking, much less 
swearing, even among the lowest assembled 
in the ring. It is this qniet and orderly be­ 
havior which throws over all these incon­ 
gruities a cloak of decency and decorum 
that hides their impropriety so completely 
that foreigners who have lived here a few 
years, and who were at first astonished and 
disgusted by these things, are now quite 
reconciled to them.” 
Writing from the same place the follow­ 
ing vear—where, the Countess remarks, 
she went “ tor the sake of those who had 
not seen a cock-fight before”—she adds: 
“ The ladies of our party wore dresses and 
bonnets as simple, fresh and elegant as 
could be seen in any part of the world. A 
voting and titled heiress, newly arrived 
from her distant estates, wore pink satin, 
with white bonnet and feathers; and we 
observed that, according to tbe ancient San 
Agustin fashion, she changed her dress 
five times a day.”

HASTINGS COLLEGE FUNDS. 


A Supposed D eficiency Turns Out to be a 
■ 
G enuine Bonanza. 
(S. F. Post, March 22dJ 
A meeting of the Directors of the Hast­ 
ings College of tbe Law was held at 4 
o'clock to investigate the supposed short­ 
age of $14,000 or more in the college bank 
account. 
Registrar 
Perrie Kewen was 
present with his books, and had a very 
ample explanation to make of the apparent 
shortage. He said that Justice Morrison, 
the President of the college, had failed to 
draw from the State Treasury the $7,000 a 
year interest on the Hastings endowment. 
None of the Directors of the college had 
the slightest idea that the President had 
failed to draw this money from the State, 
and, being unable to account for the fact 
that there was only $442 69 on deposit in 
the bank instead of $14,000 or more that 
tbey thought should be there, tbey have 
been having a bad time lately trying to 
discover where the money had gone. Regis­ 
trar Kewen's explanation is, of course, 
complete and conclusive, and now that the 
Directors know where the money is they 
will probably take steps to put it where it 
properly belongs. Registrar Kewen's ac­ 
counts were found to be quite correct. No 
action was taken on his resignation, which 
has been in the hands of the Trustees 
nearly a month, as he finds his duties in 
the Adjutant-General’8 office make it diffi­ 
cult for him to attend to the affairs of the 
college. 
In answer toa telegraphic inquiry. State 
Treasurer Herold states that there is $21,000 
to the credit of the Hastings College of the 
Law in the State Treasury. The college 
Directors will be delighted to learn that 
the fund is $3,500 more than the highest 
estimate they made. From this it would 
appear that the annual interest has not 
been collected for three years.

11A sense of humor. Did the absurdity 
of the world and its conventions never 
strike yon ?

ATTENTION TO STRANGERS. 


W ithin the last ten days forty carloads 
•of excursionists have arrived in the cen­ 
tral part of the State from the East, and 
these are distinct from those of the 
normal travel. All these people come to 
see the State; neither business nor neces­ 
sity brings them here. They come at a 
propitious time, will examine California at 
its best, and find its people fairly prosper­ 
ous and contented. These excursionists 
are but the advance guard of the army of 
several thousands we have every reason to 
expect between this date and the 1st of 
next October. Very much of our future 
prosperity depends upon the treatment 
these strangers will receive. They should 
be given knowledge of the exact facts con­ 
cerning the State. 
There has been dan­ 
ger in the past of injury to California by 
exaggeration of her advantages, resources 
and climate, for unquestionably the repu­ 
tation Californians have at the East for 
drawing the long bow has some foundation 
in fact. 
To impress the stranger favor­ 
ably, we need to represent California in 
truthful recital only. It is better to curb 
fancy and shoot below the mark than ex­ 
cite the suspicion that we are nervously 
solicitous to secure the good opinion of the 
visitors. Among other things, we should 
be diligent in securing some sort of organ­ 
ization in every considerable community) 
to pay some special attention to strangers 
as they go into valley and foothill 
to spy out the land. It is a matter of much 
importance to the visitor to be well re­ 
ceived and correctly informed. In every 
railroad town there ought to be a citizens’ 
reception committee to 
meet tourists, 
escort them, or direct them to points of in­ 
terest, as the needs may determine, and to 
give them such practical information as 
they desire. This plan was adopted in 
Southern California five years ago, and its 
results are patent. 
It costs a little money, 
some self-sacrifice, and a good deal of pub­ 
lic spirit. 
But every man owes something 
to the community in which he lives, and 
that he can most easily pay is the duty- 
doing attention to strangers involves. The 
results of such conduct are always happy 
for the community, and pay it roundly. 
W e know, for instance, of a group of thirty 
home-seekers and strangers, who not long 
ago landed in Sacramento, and but for the 
public spirit of one citizen would have 
gone away with very incorrect impressions 
and limited knowledge of the city and its 
vicinity. But the forethought and public 
spirit of oqo man wort the means of giving 
the visitors correct information, a view of 
our residence streets, and a visit to some of 
the most desirable cultivated lands adja­ 
cent to the city. That little attention has 
resulted beneficially already, in adding to 
the population some valuable citizens of 
considerable means, and prospectively of 
giving us quite a colony of desirable peo­ 
ple in the near future. 
It will pay us, if 
no other than a financial consideration is 
takes into account, to well receive the 
coming strangers, and show them some 
special attention. I t can be best done by 
organization. Every newcomer received 
by an authorized committee, representing 
the whole people, will become an advocate 
of the truth concerning us, to publish 
abroad the claims we make, and to bear 
witness to their strength.

GEORGE’S 
LATEST 
ASSAILANT. 


Ir. Geo. Gunton in the Forum replies 
lenry George’s fallacy that the reason 
/ increased productive power does not 
•ease wages, nor tend to extripate pov- 
, is because rent swallows uptbe whole 
j. 
Gunton takes up the facts and 
Ls them with crushing force against 
rge. Thus the latter has repeatedly 
I England as the country above all 
;rs as notably illustrating the troth of 
proposition. The facts are thus stated 
eply, and it will be seen that they con­ 
fie" absolutely unassailable answers.' 


Thus Davenant placed the total agri­ 
cultural produce, just before the close of 
the seventeenth century, including pasture 
and forest lands, at £21,079,000, and the 
total rent roll at £9,480,000, or a little 
over 4-5 per cent, of the produce. A hun­ 
dred years later You lg placed the produce 
at £72,820,827, and the gross rental at 
£19,200,000, or 261 per cent. Sixty-three 
years later McCulloch fixed the gross 
agriculture produce of the Empire at 
£141,000,857, and the total rental at £37,­ 
795, 905, or 20.29 per cent- of the total 
produce. In 1882, forty years further on, 
Miulhall placed the total produce at £270,­ 
000,000, and the total rental at £-58,000,­ 
000, or 21.48 per cent, of the produce. 
So 
though the rent roll advanced 600 per 
cent, plus, the total produce of the" land 
increased 1,250 per cent. That is the pro­ 
portion of the total product of agriculture 
paid in rent fell from 45 to 21.48 per cent., 
or more than half. 
Mr. Gunton makes an 
equally 
strong 
showing 
by 
includ­ 
ing 
the 
land 
used 
for 
manufact­ 
uring 
and 
commercial 
purposes, 
which demonstrates that, instead of rent 
swallowing up the whole gain, during two 
hundred years, relatively to the total 
wealth produced, it has fallen off over 55 
per cent. But while this new essayist’s 
figures ard deductions are simply crush­ 
ing, they were not needed. Sumner, by a 
different method, exposed the fallacy of 
George's proposition some few years ago, 
and Mallock, in 1884, successfully contro­ 
verted and overthrew George’s specious 
doctrine. It was Mallock who illustrated 
the theory by this simple parable: A small 
farmer in a remote district makes his land 
yield 8500 a year, and for the land he pays 
$30 rental. A town grows up near by, and 
the farmer becomes a market gardener and 
earns $5,000. Now, if his rent and profits 
bore in the last case the relation they did 
in the first, his rental would have eaten 
up his gain, and this is what Mr. George 
contends must happen, though in fact it 
never does. 
Mr. George’s theories are still feebly ad­ 
vanced by some outside advocates, and with 
vigor by himself in his new paper ; 
but 
whoever has kept an eye upon the world, 
and thought much upon the drift of public 
sentiment, must be struck by the fact, that 
though George began to preach his new 
faith in 1873, and has shouted it from the 
rostrums of America, England and Scot­ 
land ever since, and in papers in great 
number, and has organized campaigns aud 
crusades upon its supposed truths, there 
has not been any such acceptance of his 
dogma as must have resulted had it made 
any deep impression upon men, or been 
grounded in truth. In fact, the more his 
no-rent and land-tax doctrine is examined 
and discussed, the less influence it exerts 
upon the public mind. 


THE 
INTERSTATE* 'COMMERCE 
LAW. 


The San Francisco Chronicle, discussing 
the interstate commerce law, industriously 
contends that, as the preservation of local 
rates by rail will advance through rates 
of necessity, the result will be to give to 
water carriage a large portion ef the busi­ 
ness, to which, it claims, it belongs of 
right. It is a new and not creditable doc­ 
trine that any carrier system has a right 
to any special line of freighting. Any 
“ rig h t”— to adopt the term—that car­ 
riers enjoy is a privilege resting upon su­ 
perior merit recognized by the laws of 
trade. The fact is ignored, also, that as 
the low water freights, equally with the 
low rail freights for through transport, 
were due to the competition between the 
two methods of carriage, the elimination 
of this competitive factor will advance rates 
by water as well as by rail. The water 
carriers will probably keep their tarifls 
just enough below the rail rates to com­ 
mand business, but it remains that there 
will be, as there already has been, an ad­ 
vance in water-carriage tariffs, and to that 
extent the competitive factor of old will 
be destroyed. In this consideration no 
account has been taken whatever of the 
element of time—a most important one. 
It is contended by the Chronicle that a 
natural result of the operation of the law 
will be to make San Francisco a greater 
distributing center, as on all goods carried 
by water the interior consumer, after 
adding cost of back haul, can buy in San 
Francisco at a rate cheaper than he can 
secure at the East with a direct rail haul 
added. But, if it is admitted that this is 
true, for the sake of the argument, it will 
require greater ingenuity than that of the 
Chronicle to convince the consumer that he 
is benefited by the increased cost of the 
supplies he needs, or that he is to be en­ 
vied the situation that sends him to a 
more distant market than that he has en­ 
joyed in buying of interior cities at prices 
level with those of San Francisco, and 
at a shorter haul home involved. How­ 
ever, the disposition to more elaborately 
consider the position taken by that jour­ 
nal is [checked by the reflection that no 
manner of debate can now affect that 
which is so soon to be tested by the experi­ 
ment of practical experience. 


BROOKLYN'S EFFORT. 


Brooklyn (N. Y.) was for a time under 
a civil service reform municipal Govern­ 
ment. The spoilsmen have now, however, 
won all the chief posts, and bossism, which 
ought to he odious in all eyes, is likely to 
become so in Brooklyn, by reason of the 
reckless manner in which it is cracking its 
whip over the heads of free men. When 
Mr. Low was Mayor of Brooklyn, city af­ 
fairs were conducted as a good business 
man would “ run ” his business. As a re­ 
sult, taxation declined, public improve­ 
ment was the order of the day, and merit 
the key to place. But when the boss 
element, headed by McLaughlin, found 
the friends of decent administration so 
contented with the new order as to be less 
watchful than prudence should have sug­ 
gested, the fort was stormed and the spoils­ 
men “ got in.” 
Ever since the good people 
of Brooklyn have been cursing themselves 
that they did not keep their lamps burn­ 
ing. They are presently to make a new 
effort to oust the bosses, and. as a prelimi­ 
nary step have a legislative committee 
busily engaged in investigating the doings 
of the city government. Under boss rule, 
waste, extravagance, bargain, sale and all 
manner of political chicane are being 
“ shown up.” The taxpayers are now find­ 
ing out how city government is used for 
selfish ends, and as a result they are mak­ 
ing their protests heard all over the land. 
No ene 
ought 
to 
regret the return 
of the Brooklyn bosses to power; the fact 


that there was once a good economic ad­ 
ministration of city affairs without poli, 
tics in it, and that it failed only because 
the watchmen slept will preach sermons to 
all cities, and suggest to them anew the 
necessity of conducting municipal affairs 
on a business basis. 
We are glad Mr. 
Low went out and that McLaughlin went 
in, for these events brought the two sys­ 
tems of government into such contrast as 
to leave no doubt as to their respective 
merits. City government in the United 
States is second only to National Govern­ 
ment in importance; city politics control 
State policies; municipal indebtedness far 
exceeds all State debts; 
in cities bosses 
have their throne rooms, and are propa­ 
gated ; in our cities political corruption is 
born and bred chiefly ; in cities the “ big­ 
gest steals ” are effected, and the greatest 
corruption exists. 
In cities, therefore, is 
most need for reform, and henee the Brook­ 
lyn experiment, failure and second effort 
to put fair play and economy “ atop” of 
bossism is one to excite keenest attention 
throughout the land. 


T h e r e is to meet in this State in May 
the International Convention of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association. 
The body 
will embrace in its membership repre­ 
sentative men from 
France, Germany, 
England, Italy, Denmark, Canada and 
other great States of the earth, in addi­ 
tion to representatives from the several 
sections of our own country. 
The assem­ 
bling of so large a number of cultured 
people in California cannot prove other­ 
wise than beneficial to the State. 
It will 
be another means to us for the dissemina­ 
tion of information concerning the State 
and its claims for desirable immigration. 
The popular errors that prevail abroad 
concerning California are really the great­ 
est present obstacles to our rapid advance­ 
ment. 
It will not only be the right thing 
to do, but it will be expected that we show 
these 
intelligent 
gentlemen 
from the 
civilized countries of the world just as 
much of the State as is possible. 
We 
should, therefore, not only be hospitable 
to the delegates, receive them with atten 
tion, entertain them according to their 
tastes, and do all we can to make their stay 
pleasant, but we should do more, and 
strive to make their visit the means to the 
spread of knowledge of California. 
Let 
the committees on management not con 
fine their efforts to escorting the delegates 
about the suburban resorts of Saff Fran­ 
cisco ; let them bring them into the great 
valleys north and show them the plain 
and foothill lands, the orchards and vine­ 
yards, the agricultural wealth of the State, 
the foothill development, and all that sec 
tion now bidding for immigration. 
To 
insure all this let our interior organizations 
put on foot schemes to secure the escort of 
the delegates to the valleys and foothills 
outside of the humid atmosphere of the 
c o a s t . ________ 


T h e signs that the new South is coming 
to the surface of activity and the old 
South sinking out 
of sight and will 
soon be 
lost 
are 
undeniable. 
Sup 
pose someone had declared in the South 
twenty-five years ago that slavery was a 
curse and the canse of all the woes of the 
Southern people, a blight and a clog and 
a monstrous wrong from the beginning 
and in every moment of its existence; the 
Southern man who would have dared to 
say as much would have been driven out 
by the scorn and openly expressed hatred 
and contempt of the people. 
Yet here is 
the Austin (Tex.) Statesman saying that 
what Mayor Hewitt, of New York, said in 
his letter to the Southern Society of that 
city last month about the blighting effect 
of Southern slavery and its obstruction to 
progress “ is true absolutely and literally.” 
It adds: 
“ Every unprejudiced Southern 
man has seen this for ten years now. Had 
the South had during the existence of 
slavery what the North has to-riay, a free 
press, free thought, free speech, unre­ 
strained criticism, negro slavery would 
not have gone down in blood; it would 
have passed away under the destroying 
light from bold and patriotic minds.” 
When such expressions 
are made by 
representative Southern papers, we may 
hope that the day is not far distant when 
in all tthe fair Southland there will be 
beard for the last time expressions of 
regret for “ the lost cause.” 


T h e sentiment 
against the forcible 
methods used by strikers to drive new men 
from employment gains ground daily. 
Its 
latest expression is found in the passage by 
the Wisconsin Assembly of two bills bear 
ing upon the use of force in strikes and on 
the boycott. The latter provides that any 
two or more persons who combine to injure 
the business of another or to injure his 
reputation, shall be punished by imprison­ 
ment not more than one year, or fine not 
to exceed $500. The former provides that 
any person who prevents another from do­ 
ing a lawful act, or compels him to do an 
act against his will, shall be imprisoned 
not less than oneormore than two years, or 
fined not less than $100 or more than $500. 
Men who believe there is some vitality 
left still in the doctrine of inalienable 
rights, are beginning to recover themselves, 
and protest vigorously against the dicta­ 
tion of such of their fellow-men as assume 
the power and right to determine how 
their neighbor’s business shall be conduct­ 
ed, whom he may and whom he shall not 
employ. The day will come when we will 
look back upon the terrorism of the strikes 
and boycott and blacklisting and bulldoz­ 
ing of this period, with amazement that a 
free people should have submitted to them 
for a moment. 


M r . S h e r m a n ’s tour in the South has 
aroused from apparent slumber a great 
deal of Republicanism. 
No man we can 
call to mind is better qualified than John 
Sherman to proselyte in the South, and to 
bring to the surface all the latent spirit of 
such Republicans as exist there. 
As the 
Inter-Ocean some time ago put it, “ Mr. 
Sherman is going South to talk business,” 
and he has been doing it with decided ef­ 
fectiveness. There is another than politi­ 
cal good that his mission will conserve. 
The South is just shaking off the lethargic 
state due to the torpor of slavery. It is 
awakening to all its possibilities, and Mr. 
Sherman's visit and addresses are helping 
it to realize that there is commercial as 
well as political new birth in store for it. 
W ith free speech, no slavery, new indus­ 
tries, tolerance and a broken baek to a 
once solid political giant, the new South 


promises to rise a rival in all material 
prosperity to its sister at the North. 


M r. 
G l a d st o n e has certainly aban­ 
doned all hope of eflecting a reunion of 
the Liberal party. 
But he is not the less 
strong because of party division. The 
growing sentiment in England in favor of 
his views indicate a possible early change 
in Government control, and it is not with­ 
out the possibilities that the “ grand old 
man” will return to power. 
If it were 
not for his advanced years, he could well 
afiord to wait for time to justify him, but 
as he has only a few years before him, he 
realizes that he must labor assiduously if 
he would witness the triumph' of the prin­ 
ciples he has maintained concerning the 
wise government of Ireland. H e ought 
not to go to hLs last rest until he has seen 
the doctrine of government by the consent 
of the governed advanced to the furthest 
limit possible in a constitutional monarchy. 


T h e advance of a few cents per barrel 
in flour, and a rise in spot wheat per cen­ 
tal, indicate healthful market signs in 
foreign marts of the world. The possibil­ 
ity of a war in Europe may have influ­ 
enced the advance somewhat, but not 
probably to any great extent. 
The supply 
for foreign consumption is falling short 
and as a consequence California wheat ad­ 
vances. 
There is nothing, however, to 
indicate that there will be a very great 
rise, though all the signs are that the 
present advance is legitimate and likely 
to remain. 
The Black Sea product, that 
of India and of the United States, promise 
to be large for the coming harvest, and it 
is not therefore likely that we shall ex­ 
perience any special “ boom” in whc-at.

A c o rre s p o n d e n t takes us to task for 
“ confounding” anarchism, socialism and 
communism. 
There is no confusion in the 
matter. 
There is too much in common 
between these “ isms” to make it worth 
while to point out nice distinctions. 
It is

have any place of right in a republic, and 
that either of them dominant here would 
mean its utter destruction. 
If the three

in purpose, though differing somewhat in 
methods.

of Gettysburg. He described the one room 
tenements, and pictured the sufferings of 
men, women and children who lived in 
the most abject squalor, half clothed, half 
fed—a hot-bed of crime and infamy. They 
represented men from every walk in life. 
Men who had shone in halls of legislation, 
who bad become eminent as divines, who 
at one time had rolled in wealth ; men 
whose brains were stored with the wisdom 
of ages, but they were all lost. The condi­ 
tion of degradation and sufferings of the 
little street Arabs or waifs was most deplor­ 
able, They were young in years, but noth­ 
ing else. They knew nothing about child­ 
ish innocence, nor hom e; they were ne­ 
glected and abandoned, many sticks to 
beat them, and no mother’s lips to kiss 
them. What was true in this sense of 
London, was also trne of the slums of San 
Francisco, Chicago, Boston and New York. 
They all have their slums. Their rich are 
the richest, their poor the poorest; their 
good are the best, and their bad the worst. 
He described the difference between the

The speaker paid a high eulogy 
to the eminent divine, Spurgeon, a mail 
whose love was as broad as humanity and 
one that takes in all the world. Spurgeon, 
in speaking of the 
late Henry Ward 
Beecher, said: “ He is a man with greater 
resources than Shakespeare ever had.” 
From London 
the speaker took his 
hearers to Scotland, and gave a compre­ 
hensive and eloquent description-of Edin­ 
burgh and other places of interest. He said 
the most magnihcent sights he ever saw 
were in the “ bonnie hills ” of Scotland, a 
country where every plain was a battle­ 
field and every hilltop an altar of liberty.

An Effort In Court to Discover the Mar- 
derers ol John Kas*on. 
In Justice Post’s Court yesterday morn­ 
ing three colored men—Wm. H. Edliu, J. 
W. Maskon and Samuel Spring—who were 
arrested at Gridley by Deputy Sheriff New- 
bert, assisted by Sheriff' Hankey, of Sutter 
county, on suspicion that one or all of 
them h3d been connected with the murder 
of John Kasson near Florin on the lltli 
instant—were called for examination. As 
the prisoners had no counsel, the Court 
appointed J. J. West to defend them, and 
he entered into the case with as much zeal 
as though his clients were among the 
wealthiest in the land, instead of tramps. 
During the day the Court-room was 
crowded with witnesses and spectators, 
the colored people ol the city taking 
especial interest in the proceedings. As’was 
intimated in yesterday’s Record-Union,;he 
District Attorney liad very little positive 
evidence, and daring the examination was 
groping in the dark, as it were, hoping to 
stumble upon a clue that would enable 
him to unravel the mystery of the homi­ 
cide. During the day several witnesses 
were put on the stand, who testified to Lav­ 
ing seen three colored men and one white 
man walking along the railroad track be­ 
tween Elk Grove and Florin, on the day 
of the murder. Edlin was identified as 
one of the colored men seen, but the other 
two defendants were not recognized as 
members of the party. Watson, the mu­ 
latto who was arrested in Nevada county 
by Deputy Sheriff’ O'Conner, was in the 
Court-room, that the witnesses might see 
him, though his case has not yet been set, 
and he was identified as having been with 
Edlin. The white man accompanying the 
colored men was described as being about 
28 years of age, and to have a scar on the 
side of his face—the scar being a mark the 
authorities had not previously heard of 
when his description was given. One wit­ 
ness testified to having accompanied Kas­ 
son and some colored men, 03 well as white 
men, on the steamer from San Francisco to 
Stockton, and identified Edlin as one of 
the party. During the examination the 
bullets taken from the body of the mur­ 
dered man were introduced’ as evidence, 
and shown to fit a pistol found upon the 
person of Maskon, but this suggestive piece 
of evidence did not amount to anything, 
as eventually the weapon was shown to be­ 
long to a resident oi Sacramento, that it 
was in the city at the time of the homicide, 
and that Maskon got it in his possession 
during a spree in Sacramento after Kasson’s 
death. In fact, as against both Maskon 
and Spring, the evidence was very light, 
while an alibi was pretty conclusively 
established. They narrated their wander­ 
ings throughout the country without hesi­ 
tation, and created amusement at times by 
reference to their manner of obtaining free 
railroad rides. Edlin has not yet been 
placed upon the stand, but it is understood 
that he claims to have been at or near the 
County Hospital on the night of the mor­ 
der.About 5 o'clock last evening Justice Post 
adjourned Court until 9:30 this morning, 
when it is expected additional witnesses 
will be present;

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FRUIT ENEMIES. 


^CONCERNING THE PEAR AND AP­ 
PLE SCAB BLIGHT. 


Its Causes aud Progress in Califor­ 
nia, and Remedies Suggested 
Against its Ravages. 


Bulletin No. 5, just issued by F. W. G. 
Klee, Inspector of Fruit Pest, under author­ 
ity of the State Board of Horticulture, gives 
the following data, which will be of inter­ 
est and value to fruit growers: 
The peculiar climate of the coast of Cali- 
nia, especially that of those sections within 
the more direct influence of the fogs of the 
ocean, offer specially favorable conditions 
for the development of injurious fnngi, 
popularly known as rusts, smuts, mildews 
and blights, which, as cultivation extends, 
seem to increase, and cause serious loss, it 
not total destruction, of our crops. 
NATCBE OF FÜ 5G I. 
The study of fungi, at least of the lower 
and most destructive forms, does not date 
very far back. Owing to iheir minuteness 
of structure our knowledge of their charac­ 
ter is due to the microscope, without the 
aid of which they cannot be scientiiically 
determined. The number of species and 
families of fungi is very great, and, in fact, 
the difference in size between the smallest 
and largest is as great in proportion as it is 
between the tiniest herb and the giant of 
the forest. But with all their great differ­ 
ences they have, of course, certain points 
in common, which separate them from 
higher plants, although some of these char­ 
acters are shared by ferns and lyccpods. I 
refer to their mode of reproduction. Be­ 
fore entering upon the discussion of the 
separate kinds it may be well to review the 
characteristics of this function. The or­ 
gans of reproduction—that is, the spores, 
analogous to seed—in the higher fungi, as 
the toadstool, are contained in the most 
conspicuous part of the organism, which 
we see above ground. That which answers 
to the stem and root of the plant combined 
is below ground, or feeding on the 
object that supplies its nourishment, by 
sending its minute threads through the 
tissues, is known as the myceltium. To 
become a true resting spore, which, like 
the seed, can remain dormant for seasons, 
until favorable conditions for its develop­ 
ment are offered, a certain process, analo­ 
gous to the fertilization of the pollen on 
the egg of the flowering plant, is necessary. 
But these resting spores are not necessary 
during the time of the most active growth 
of the fungi. Then spores, which may be 
compared to bulblets. such as are pro­ 
duced by the onion and lily, are developed, 
and these seem to possess the power of in­ 
definite multiplication. It is this power 
that explains the very rapid development 
of fungi, and renders them particularly de­ 
structive. It seems evident that nearly all 
the blights, so-called, troubling our fruit 
trees, are due chiefly to some sort of fungus, 
which has gradually spread. This will ac­ 
count for the fact that orchards of certain 
varieties of fruit, once bearing sure crops, 
are now very uncertain, and often failures. 
Fl’SICLAPILM DENTBITICL'M. 
The first species of fungus to be discussed 
because, perhaps, one of the most serious, 
is the black pear and apple smut, the Futi- 
cladium doUriticum. Mention of this can 
he found in older horticultural works, al­ 
though nothing very definite. Robert Hogg, 
in his “ Manual of Fruits,” says of the so- 
called fox whelp apple, that it may be 
known by its peculiar scabby spots (a fig­ 
ure in the book shows this), but adds that 
this is not a distinguishing mark of this 
apple, being in reality the effect of a species 
of fungus, spiloetea* pome, which affects 
other apples as well. The disease then 
cannot have been considered anything 
formidable, as no further mention of it is 
made. 
In “ du Breuil Cour d'Aj-boriculture” is 
described a disease which undoubtedly is 
the same as the previous one in question, 
affecting certain varieties of pears, causing 
black scab on them and rendering them 
unsalable. It further says that sulphur, 
has been tried as a remedy, but without 
success. The report of the German experi­ 
mental school at Geisenheim on the Rhine 
speaks of the fusicladium affecting the 
white calville apples seriously, and says 
that sulphur dusted live times over the ap­ 
ples had counteracted the disease, and also 
records that these sulpured apples, com­ 
pared with others not sulphured, were 
little affected by the codlin moth. 
In 18— Professor Trelease, of the Univer­ 
sity of Wisconsin, published a very inter­ 
esting paper, in which he demonstrates 
the fact that the fungus or blight of the 
foliage of the apple is identical with the 
smut causing the scab on the fruit. 
Comparing the effect of the fungus on 
the fruit and foliage there can hardly be 
any doubt that it is the same fungus that 
aflects both pears and apples, and that the 
so-called blight of the W inter Nelis pear is 
due to an aggravated form of fusicladium, 
or rather the Winter Nelis, more than 
other varieties of pears, is subject to this 
disease. In endeavoring to prove this, it 
will be necessary to review the history of 
this blight. 
Ten years ago nothing was heard of this 
trouble. Winter Nelis bore and matured 
in many places on the coast where they 
are now being abandoned as a failure. 
About five years ago I noticed at the ex- 
fierimental orchard of the University the 
eaves of two trees in the extreme south­ 
west corner of the orchard during the 
month of May, becoming smoky looking, 
revealing under the magnifying glass a 
smut-like fungus. The trees produced but 
little fruit, and most of this was badly 
affected with the same smut. The warm 
weather dissipated nearly all the signs of 
the fungus, and it was not until next sea­ 
son that I discovered it again on the foli­ 
age of the same trees, as well as on six or 
eight adjoining pear trees, attacking the 
latter in precisely the same manner as it 
had the first variety, affecting foliage and 
fruit as well. Next season again I was as­ 
tonished to find, after a few days’ absence, 
that the same blight had made its appear­ 
ance in all parts of the orchard, affecting 
some varieties very severely, others less, 
some not at all. It was the same year 
that the blight of the Winter Nelis was so 
general, as'iuost people remember. This 
year, according to J. McLareu of San Ma­ 
teo, was the first year the distase wá3 no­ 
ticed in San Mateo county, and this year, 
also, in the Santa Cruz mountains that the 
so called apple-tree blight proved very se­ 
vere. In fact, from every quarter within 
the region of the fog belt, complaints of 
this blight were heard of. 
This season I determined, if possible, to 
reach some definite conclusion in regard to 
the nature of the blight as reported from 
various quarters, and from a thor­ 
ough comparison I am satisfied that 
the Fusicladium 
dentriticum 
is 
the 
cause of all the trouble. In the experi­ 
mental garden at Berkeley we have had 
all grades of it on the pears, and on one 
variety, the first attacked, the bloom is 
affected precisely as in the ease of Winter 
Neiis, and the consequence is that the fruit 
does not even form The branches of this 
one when voung are attacked by the 
fungus, and' the second year reveals 
thedamage done. The counterpart of this 
fungus I have found in several orchards, 
notably in an eight-year old orchard near 
Watsonville. This orchard, although oth­ 
erwise in an apparently healthy condition, 
has failed to bear at all. 
In the case of the white Winter Pear- 
main, we have in the cracked bark pecu­ 
liar to this variety abundant protecting 
places for the resting spores, which carry 
the disease over from year to year. Most 
probably the spores, seating themselves 
under the scaly bark, are protected from 
such changes of atmosphere as are brought 
with the dry north wind, that destroyer to 
all forms of fungi. On the smooth branches 
of other varieties comparatively little op­ 
portunity for the lodgment of resting spores 
is presented, and the time of blooming has 
passed before any great number of spores 
have developed, so the harm that is done 
does not show itself until the young fruit 
has advanced a little, while on the other 
hand, varieties seriously affected have suf­ 
ficient spores present to' destroy the bloom. 
EXPERIMENTS AT EEBKKIEV. 
Having read of the good results of the 
application of sulphate of iron on certain 
mildew, we determined to spray with it. 
The results produced were not favorable;

when used strong enough to affect the fun­ 
gus, it affected the foliage and frnit also 
One pound to forty gallons was the strong­ 
est solution that could be used on the trees 
in foliage without hurting the latter seri­ 
ously ; used stronger, it had the effect of 
checking the fungus and the fruit and foli­ 
age at once. Even with the solution one 
pound to forty gallons of water the foliage 
suffered and the fruit dropped. Next sea­ 
son the sulphate of iron was used early, be­ 
fore the leafing out, one pound to thirty 
gallons; and again weaker after the foliage 
was out. The season proved unfavorable to 
the development of ihe fungus, being a 
warm, dry spring. Still the disease showed 
itself on such trees as were much subject 
to the disease, proving that the wash had 
but little effect. Professor Riley’s kero­ 
sene and sour milk emulsion was also 
tried partly as a scale exterminator. It 
proved likewise of little use as a cure for 
any of the complaints. The following sea­ 
son, spring of 1885, substantially the Bame 
compound, used the succeeding season so 
successfully, was used again, but applied 
cold. It produced favorable results, but 
not enough to be called successful. A 
great deal of scabby fruit could be found, 
the spring also being dry, and the compar­ 
atively healthy looking fruit we attribu­ 
ted to this favorable condition. The sea­ 
son of 188(1 brought out the fungus in full 
force again, this time showing itself all 
over the experimental orchard. 
SUCCESSFUL REMEDY. 
The sulphide of soda with whale oil soap 
prepared as follows : “ Dissolve eighty per 
cent, soap, at the most costing five cents 
per pound) in sixty gallons of watar, by 
heating the two together thoroughly. Boil 
three pounds of lye (American concen­ 
trated lye is what we have used) with six 
pounds of sulphur and a couple of gallons 
of water. When thoroughly dissolved it 
is a dark brown liquid (chemically sul­ 
phide of soda). Mix the two, the soap and 
the sulphide of soda, well, and allow them 
to boil for about half an hour, then add 
about ninety gallons of water to the mix­ 
ture, and it is ready for use.” This was 
applied warm at the temperature of 130° 
Fahrenheit in the barrel from which it 
was spraved. The remedy this time proved 
a decided success, and with the exception, 
the variety first attacked years ago, only 
such fruit as had not been covered with the 
solution was affected the least. Such va­ 
rieties as for years, and even last year, a fa­ 
vorable season, had suffered so severely 
that they were almost cracked to pieces, 
were perfectly smooth. 
Sulphur mechanically mixed with soap 
had also been tried several times before in 
the shape of the so-called codlin moth 
wash, but its effects when used in this lo­ 
cality had been nothing. Reports from 
sections with a warmer summer tempera­ 
ture show better results. It seems, there­ 
fore, that in a cool climate, when sulphur 
simply is used it does not develop the va­ 
por sufficiently strong. Bat the sulphide 
of soda, especially when the compound is 
used warm, gives a brisk action and the 
germs of the fusicladium are killed. 
As the varieties of fruits suffering from 
the fusicladium are affected in very differ­ 
ent degree and at different time of develop­ 
ment, some apples and pears being attacked 
already in bloom, it is evident that they 
cannot successfully all be treated alike. 
According to this theory we have arrived 
at the conclusion that the different varie­ 
ties affected in different degree require dif­ 
ferent modes of treatment. 
For varieties of which the bloom already 
affected is not allowed- to set, I should rec­ 
ommend a very thorough spraying in the 
fall, and also in the spring before the 
blooming, and if the fruit should show 
signs of fungus spray again after the set­ 
ting.For varieties blooming and setting before 
the fungus attacks them one thorough 
spraying after the fruit is set. 
It should be distinctly understood that 
we do not claim to have proved that the 
sulphide of soda is a perfect remedy for the 
Winter Nelis blight, or for apples blight­ 
ing in bloom, but we think it will prove so.

County E xhibits in San F rancisco.— 
Several exhibitions of the products of in­ 
terior counties have been established of 
late in this city, and as they have been pro­ 
ductive of much good, it is proposed to 
establish more of them. The Board of 
Trade of Santa Clara county opened a 
bureau on Market street, opposite the 
Paiace Hotel, about six weeks ago, and the 
Board of Trade of Sonoma county opened 
one in Bovee, Toy & Co.’s real estate office, 
at 19 Montgomery street, about a month 
ago. It is now proposed to establish per­ 
manent exhibits of the products of Napa, 
San Joaquin and Alameda counties in the 
same building with that of Sonoma county, 
and this will probably be done before the 
week ends. The Sonoma county exhibit is 
a very fine one, comprising a variety of 
magnificent canned fruits, dried and fresh 
fruits, cereals, leaf tobacco, samples of 
polished redwood, citrus fruit, a 150-pound 
prize pumpkin, a Japanese bamboo stalk 
fifteen feet high, beets a yard long and other 
things. The Santa Clara exhibit is also an 
inspiring one. These bureaus disseminate 
information to intending settlers and tour­ 
ists of their respective counties, as well as 
exhibit, the products.—S. F. Call.

A P rofitable F ruit Y ard.—The Oro- 
ville Mercury says; Mrs. Calkins has about 
fifty seedling orange trees growing in her 
yard, a quarter of an acre, on Montgomery 
street, in this town, and yesterday she in­ 
formed us that she has realized $200 from 
the forty trees that bore last year. Her 
trees were set out some years ago, and the 
oranges are large, very sweet and beautiful. 
Just think ot $200 from a few orange trees 
in an Oroville front yard! It doesn’t re­ 
quire anv figuring to show that a ten-acre 
orange grove, well cultivated, would pro­ 
duce $4,000 above expenses. The only ex­ 
pense connected with orange culture, after 
they are planted, is a little irrigation and 
the expense of gathering and boxing them. 
Two or three acres about Oroville will sup­ 
port any family. 


T h e C rack T ro tter s.— Frank Van Ness, 
the driver of Harry Wilkes, informed a 
Call reporter that Harry was in the best of 
condition for his race with Oliver K. at 
the Bay District track, on April 2d. The 
recent "fine weather has allowed Wilkes to 
take his regular daily exercise, and he will 
meet his opponent, bar accidents, in as fine 
condition as he ever has been in his life. 
The latest reports from Los Angeles state 
that Oliver K. is doing excellently, and 
that Budd Doble is quite sanguine of beat­ 
ing W'ilkes with him. It is also rumored 
that last Monday Oliver K. showed up 
wonderfully in a trial mile. It is whis­ 
pered that the time made beats Wilkes’ 
best time.—S. F. Call.

THE FARM. 


In a recent meeting of the Academy of 
Sciences in San Francisco, Dr. H. W. Hark- 
ness made some remarks on a disease 
which he says is very extensively affecting 
the apples in Oregon. He knows of but one 
locality in California where it has made its 
appearance, and that is near Santa Cruz, 
and only one tree there showed the disease. 
It manifests itselt in clusters of cicatrices 
on the frnit covered with black scabs aoout 
a quarter of an inch in diameter, and 
causes a shrinkage of the fruit on the 
affected parts. He says it attacks both ap­ 
ples and pears, the former usually at ma­ 
turity and the latter in earlier stages of 
growth. He exhibited two Oregon apples 
which he found in the market, and said 
that nearly the entire crop of last season 
appeared to be similarly affected, more or 
less. 
WARMING FOOP FOR COWS. 
When cows first drop their calves a mash 
of bran mixed up with warm water is ex­ 
cellent to cool the internal heat and pre­ 
vent fever. At this time and for a week 
afterward all the water the cow drinks 
should at least have the chill taken from 
it. There is no doubt that warm food and 
drink are greatly stimulating to the pro­ 
duction of milk, but is it best for the 
general health of the cow to continue it ? 
The failures in giving cooked food to stock 
may throw some light on this subject. 
They are generally given warm, and, while 
the experimenter is usually much pleased 
with the results at first, he finds, after one 
or two years' trial, that the new method is 
not so advantageous as lie had supposed. 
If food is given warmer than the animal 
heat it aids digestion, but in the same pro- 
Íiortion enfeebles the stomach by giving it 
ess work to do. It is something like the 
effect of stimulents when taken by human 
beings. 
d e s t r o y in g r u b b is h in g a r d e n s. 
Gardens are commonly visited very early 
by the various kinds of noxious insects 
that destroy the vegetables grown in them. 
One reason for this is that they remain 
dormant in their hiding-place's under 
weeds,' pieces of boards or clods of manure. 
It is a common practice to change the gar­ 
den spot occasionally, so that the plants 
when they appear will not be immediately 
disturbed'by their insect enemies. The bet­ 
ter plan is to remove all weeds, litter and 
rubbish from gardens. Then late in the 
fall plow the soil, leaving it as loose as 
possible, and some time during the winter 
cover liberally with manure. This will 
give plenty of lime for the soluble fertility 
of the manure to leach into and be incor­ 
porated with the soil. 
CHANGING FOR THE BETTER. 
The amount of land seeded to grain is 
not quite so large as last year, although a 
larger aggregate area is cultivated. This is 
due to the fact that the amount of land 
sown to alfalfa and converted into orchards 
and vineyards is much greater than ever 
before, whereas the extent of new land 
broken for the firat time and sown to grain 
is less than during last season. The value 
of the agricultural products of all kinds, 
however, should be greater than in 1886; 
and the area of grain land is yet sufficiently 
large to keep Tulare in the lead as a wheat- 
producing county. The development of 
the county, which has been rapid during 
the last four years, will suffer no check, 
but will in all probability continue even 
more rapidly during 1887 than ever before, 
because of the greater immigration to this 
State, and the better organized efforts to at­ 
tract it hither. The present year promises 
to be one of the most prosperous in the 
history of Tulare county.—Delta. 
BLEEPING MILKING STRAINS. 
Much loss has occurred to dairy farmers 
from trying to breed for milk and butter 
exclusively on the female side. If an extra 
good cow has a heifer calf, it will probably 
be saved, and its milking character will 
mainly depend on the inherited prepotency 
of its sire. The bull calves from the best 
milkers are generally turned off to the 
butcher as of no value. Yet, for breeders 
of dairy stock, these hull calves are very 
likely more valuable than they would be 
if heifers. It is the fact that value for the 
dairy is more than likely to be transmitted 
through the male line that makes the im- 
Íirovement ot the dairy stock so easy. Se­ 
ed your best cows, breed to a Jersey or 
Holstein bull, and the progeny, whether 
male or female, will be well worth raising. 
USE THE BRUSH ON THE COWS. 
But a few farmers ever think it necessary 
that a cow should be brushed. We have 
seen neighbors laugh and ridicule what 
they call overniceness and fussiness, when 
the'cows were curried and brushed twice a 
day, with as much care as was given to the 
horses. ‘‘W hat! curiV a cow? Never 
heard tell of such a thing!” But a cow 
needs it even more than a horse, and for 
several reasons. A cow, whose milk is 
used for food, unless she has perfectly clean 
skin, cannot give clean milk, and the but­ 
ter will he bad.. The skin should be in 
a perfectly healthful condition and the 
blood pure, or the milk will be im­ 
pure and unhealthful, and the butter or' 
cheese will be tainted. Neither cleanliness 
nor healthfulness can be secured without 
regular brushing of the skin and the re­ 
moval of all the filth that will gather upon 
ill-kept cows. This should be done before 
the cows are milked, both morning and 
evening. The milk cleaning should be a 
thorough one; a simple brushing to remove 
dust and loose hair will be sufficient for 
the evening. It will help very much for 
both horses and cows to have the stables 
so floored that the animals can be kept 
from fouling themselves. — Lite Stock 
Monthly. 
PROFITS OF WILLOW CULTURE. 
There are about fifteen farmers and 
others in Wayne county now engaged in 
raising willow shoots for market. The 
willows are used in the manufacture of 
baskets and chairs, and considering the 
small expense of planting and cultivating 
this peculiar crop, it is one of the most 
profitable in all this region. This season 
it promises to be far more profitable than 
peppermint oil. Low, 
marshy 
land 
is preferable for raising willows, but 
is not necessary. The cost of planting- 
small shoots or twigs being used—is 
about $15 an acre, and there is but one 
planting necessary for years. The only 
other expenses are for trimming and gath­ 
ering. The former operation costs $6 an 
acre, and the latter about $18. After the 
willows are gathered they are bound in 
bundles and shipped as soon as possible. 
They are sold by weight, the average price 
being $16 a ton.' Two years ago $19 a ton 
was paid. Six tons to the acre is the aver­ 
age yield, so that an acre of young willows 
is usually worth $96 each year. There is 
always a good demand for the crop in New 
York and Philadelphia.—Lyons (Pa.) Re­ 
publican. 
PRUNING PEACH TREES. 
The tendency is well known to throw 
out large branches, which lose their side 
shoots, and become bare poles with fruit 
and leaves near the end only. Referring 
to this tendency, some cultivators do not 
allow any of these branches on their 
trees to extend more than five feet from 
the center, as hardly more than two feet, 
at the outside, ever bear fruit. With this 
care the trees at any age need never have 
a spread of more than ten feet under the 
management of careful pruning. Finer 
fruit will be had with good pruning, and 
when the trees continue healthy their 
vigorous growth and good bearing condi­ 
tion may he indefinitely prolonged by 
judicious pruning and proper cultiva­ 
tion. A few days since we were in Cay­ 
uga county, and" a friend pointed out an 
orchard to us that had been closely pruned 
each year, and had not failed a crop for five 
or six years, while orchards near by and 
under just as favorable circumstances had 
failed for at least half the time, and when 
fruiting gave only a light crop. He claimed 
that the shortening in made the wood 
hardier, and the trees being planted closely 
together in a bnnch were considerable pro­ 
tection to themselves. We say, plant close 
—not over 12 to 14 feet apart; and cut 
back strong and put only planted crops 
among them for a year or two, and then 
give the ground to the orchard, keeping it 
well cultivated.—Popular Gardening.

Whereas, the Legislature of the State 
of California, at its twenty-seventh 
session, beginning on the third day 
of January, A. D. eighteen hundred 
and eighty-seven, two-thirds of all 
the members elected to each of the 
two Houses of said Legislature 
voting in favor thereof, proposed 
the following described amend­ 
ments to the Constitution of the 
State of California, to w it: 


Amendment Humber One. 


To propose to the people of th e State an 
am endm ent to th e C onstitution of th e 
State( relative to the Ju d iciary D epart­ 
ment* 


Resolved, That the Legislature of the 8tate of 
California, at its regular session, commencing 
on the third day of January, A. D. eighteen hun­ 
dred and eighty-seven, two-thirds of all the 
members elected to each of the two Houses of 
said Legislature voting in favor thereof, hereby 
propose that Sections two and three, of Article 
VI., of the Constitution of said State, be 
amended so as to read as follows; 


S e c tio n 2. The Supreme Court shall consist of 
seven Justices. The Associate Justices of the 
8upreme Court, in office at the time of the adop­ 
tion of this amendment to the Constitution, are 
hereby continued in office as Justices oí the bu- 
preme Court for the remainder of the terms to 
which they were respectively elected. The Jus­ 
tices shall elect one of their number to be Chief 
Justice, and he shall hold the office of Chief 
Justice of said Court for a term of two years. 
At the expiration of the term of the Chief Jus­ 
tice first elected, and every two years thereafter, 
the Justices shall elect a Chief Justice for a like 
term of two years. An entry of the election of 
such Chief Justice shall be made in the minutes 
of the Court and signed by four Justices. When­ 
ever thereafter a vacancy occurs in the office of 
Chief Justice, a like election shall be had to 
fill such office for the unexpired term. The Su­ 
preme Coqrt may sit in departments or in bank, 
and shall always be open for the transaction of 
business. There shall be two departments, de­ 
nominated respectively, Department One and 
Department Two. The Chief Justice shall assign 
three of the Justices to each department, aud 
such assignment m aybe changed by him from 
time to time. The Justices shall he competent to 
sit in either department, and may interchange 
with each other by agreement among them ­ 
selves or as ordered by the Chief Justice. Each 
of the departments shall have the power to hear 
and determine causes and all questions arising 
therein, subject to the provisions hereinafter 
contained in relation to the Court in bank. The 
presence of three Justices shall be necessary to 
transact any business in either of the depart­ 
ments, except such as may be done at cham­ 
bers, and the concurrence of two Justices shall 
be necessary to pronounce a judgment. The 
Chief Justice shall apportion the business to 
the departments, and may, in his discretion, 
order any cause pending before the Court to be 
heard and decided by the Court in bank. The 
order may be made before or alter judgment 
pronounced by a department; but where a cause 
has been allotted to one of the departments, and 
a judgment pronounced thereon, theorderm ust 
be made within thirty days after such judgment, 
and concurred iu by two Justices, and if so 
made it shall have the effect to vacate and set 
aside the judgment. Any four Justices may, 
either before or after judgment by a depart­ 
ment, order a case to be heard in bank. It the 
order be not made within the time above lim­ 
ited, the judgment shall be final. No judgment 
by a department §hall become final until the 
expiration of the period of thirty days afore­ 
said, unless approved by the Chief Justice, in 
writing, with the concurrence of two Justices. 
The Chief Justice may convene the Court in 
bauk at any time, and shall be the presid­ 
ing Justice of the Court when so con­ 
vened. 
The concurrence of four Jus­ 
tices present at the argument shall be 
necessary to pronounce a judgment in bank; 
but if four Justices, so present, <10 not concur in 
a judgment, then all the Justices qualified to sit 
in the cause shall hear the argum ent; but to 
render a judgment a concurrence of four Judges 
shall be jieeessary. In the determination of 
causes alwlecisions of the Court in bank, or in 
departments, shall be given in writing, and the 
grounds of the decision shall be stated. The 
Chief Justice may sit in either department, and 
shall preside when so siting, but the Justices 
assigned to each department shall select one of 
their number as presiding Justice. In case of 
the absence of the Chief Justice from the place 
at which the Court is held, or his inability to 
act, the Associate Justices shall select one of 
their own number to perform the duties and ex­ 
ercise the powers o! the Chief Justice during 
such absence or inability to act. The Supreme 
Court Commission, created by the Act of the 
Legislature approved March twelfth, eighteen 
hundred and eiglity-five. shall continue and be 
a Supreme Court Commission for four years after 
the adoption of this amendment. Said Com­ 
mission may he continued for such lime 
thereafter as may be fixed by an Acl 
passed by a vote of two-thirds cf the 
elected members of each House of the 
Legislature, and approved by the Governor. 
The members thereof and Secretary shall be ap­ 
pointed as in said Act provided; and such Com­ 
missioners shall be subject to removal in like 
manner as Judges of the Supreme Court. Said 
Commission shall have the same power to hear 
and determine causes possessed by a depart­ 
ment of the Supreme Court; and causes may be 
assigned to the Commission iu the same man­ 
ner they are assigned to a department, and after 
decision they may be ordered heard iu bauk In 
the same way, and with like restrictions as if 
decided in department. The judgments of the 
Commission shall be entered as the judgments 
of the Court. The Commission shall sit at such 
times and places as may be designated by the 
Court, but such Commissioners shall not exer­ 
cise any judicial functions except when assem­ 
bled as a Commission, and then they shall only 
have the power to hear and determine such 
causes as may have been assigned to them. 


S e c tio n 3. The Justices of the Supreme Court 
shall be elected by the qualified electors of the 
State at large, at the general State elections, and 
the times and places at which State officers are 
elected; and the terra of office shall be twelve 
years from and after the first Monday after the 
first day of January next succeeding their elec­ 
tion. Three Justices shall be elected for the full 
term at the general State election held in eight­ 
een hundred and ninety; and at the general elec­ 
tion held every fourth year thereafter, two 
Justices shall be elected for full terms of twelve 
years, except that in qvery twelfth year there­ 
after, three Justices shall be elected for full 
terms. If the Chief Justice, or any Justice, be­ 
comes permanently disqualified, either men­ 
tally or physically, to perform the duties of his 
office, and such fact Is certified to the Governor 
by five Justices, one of whom may be the Chief 
Justice in case of the disability of a Justice, the 
office of such disqualified person becomes im ­ 
mediately vacant, and he snail be paid a retir­ 
ing salary of two hundred and fifty (250) dollars 
per month for the remainder of his term. If a 
vacancy exist or occur in the office of a Justice, 
the Governor shall appoint a person to hold the 
office for the remainder of the unexpired term. 
The Governor shall appoint a Justice to hold 
office as Justice for the unexpired term of the 
late Chief Justice.

propone that Section seventeen, of Article VI., 
of the Constitction of said State be amended so 
as to read as follows: 
S ectio n 17. The Justices of the Supreme Court, 
and Judges of the Superior Court, shall severally, 
at stated times during their continuance in 
Office, receive for their services compensation 
which shall not be increased or diminished 
after their election, nor during the term for 
which thev shall have been elected. The sal­ 
ary of the Justices of the Supreme Court shall 
be paid by the State. One half of the salary of 
each Superior Court Judge shall be paid by the 
State; '.he other half thereof shall be paid by 
the county for which he is elected. The annual 
salaries of the Justices of the Supreme Court 


County of San Francisco, and the Counties of 
Alameds, Los Angeles, Santu Clara, Yuba and 
Sutter combined, Sacramento. Butte, Nevada, 
San Diego, San Bernardino, Colusa, aud Tehama, 
who shall receive five thousand dollars, and the 
Judges of the counties of Tulare. Monterey, So­ 
noma, and San Joaquin shall receive four 
thous nd dollars each. 


Amendment Number Three. 


A R esolution to propose an am endm ent to 
Section eight, of A rticle X I., of the Con­ 
stitution of th e State o f C alifornia, re ­ 
lating to the D arning of a c h arter for 
cities of m ore th an one hundred th o u ­ 
sand in h ab itan ts and for cities of over 
ten thousand and less th an one h u n ­ 
d red thousand inhabitants* 


Resolved, That the Legislature of the State of 
California, at its regular sosion, commencing 
011 the third day of January, eighteen hundred 
and eighty-seven, two-thirds of all the members 
elected to each of the two Houses of said Legis 
1 ature voting in favor thereof, hereby propose 
that Section eight, of Article XI., of the Consti­ 
tution of said state, be amended so as to read as 
follows : 


S ectio n 8. Any city containing a population oí 
more than one hundred thousand inhabitants 
may frame a charter for its own government, 
consistent with and subject to the Constitution 
and laws of this State, by causing a Board of 
fifteen freeholders, who shall have been for at 
least five years qualified electors thereof, to be 
elected by the qualified voters of such city, at 
any general or special election, whose duty it 
shall be, within ninety days after such election, 
to prepare aud propose a charter for such city, 
which shall be signed in duplicate by the mem­ 
ber» of such Beard, or a majority of them, and 
returned, one copy thereof to the Mayor, or 
other chief executive officer of such cify. aud 
the other to the Recorder of Deeds of the 
county. Such proposed charter shall then be 
f 
mblished in two daily p»apers of general circul­ 
ation in such city, for at least twenty days; and 
within not less than thirty days after 
such publication it shall be submitted to 
the qualified electors of such city, at a 
general or special election, and if a 
majority ol such qualified electors voting there­ 
at shall ratify thesam e.it shall thereafter he 
submitted to the Legislature for its approval or 
rejection as a whole, without power of altera­ 
tion or amendment; and if aoproved by a ma­ 
jority vote of the members "elected to each 
House, it shall become the charter of such city, 
or if such city be Consolidated with a county, 
then of such city and county, and shall become 
the organic law thereof, and sui>crsede any ex­ 
isting charter, aud all amendments thereof; and 
all special laws inconsistent with such charter. 
A copy of such charter, certified by the Mayor, 
or chief executive officer, and authenticated by 
the seal of such city, setting forth the submis­ 
sion of tueh charter to the electors, and its rati­ 
fication by them, shall be made in duplicate, 
and deposited, one in the office of the Secretary 
of State, the other, alter being recorded in the 
office of the Recorder of Deeds of the county, 
among the archives of the citv. Ail Courts shall 
take judicial notice thereof. The charter so 
ratified may be amended at intervals of not less 
than two years, by proposals therefor, submitted 
by legislative authority of the city to the quali­ 
fied voters thereof, at a general or special elec­ 
tion held at least sixty days after tne publica- 
thrce-fifths of the qualified electors voting 
thereat, and approved by the Legislature as 
herein provided for the approval of the charter. 
In submitting any such cnarter, or amendment 
thereto, any alternative article or proposition 
may be presented for the choice of the voters, 
ana may be voted on separately without preju­ 
dice to others. Any city containing a popu­ 
lation of more than ten thousand and not 
more than one hundred thousand inhabitants 
may frame a charter for its own government, 
consistent with and subject to the Constitution 
and laws of this State, by causing a Board of fif­ 
teen freeholders, who shall have been for at 
least five years qualified electors thereof, to be 
elected by the qualified voters of said city, at 
any general or special election, whose duty it 
shall be, within ninety days after such election, 
to prepare and propose a charter for such city, 
which shall be signed in duplicate by the mem­ 
bers of such Board, or a majority of them, and 
returned, one copy thereof to the Mayor, or 
other chief executive of said city, and the other 
to the Recorder of the county. Such proposed 
charter shall then be published in two daily 
papers of general circulation in such city, for at 
least twenty days ; and the first publication shall 
be made within twenty days after the comple­ 
tion oí the charter; and within not less than 
thirty days after such publication it shall be 
submitted to the qualified electors of said city. ^ 
at a general or special election, and if a major­ 
ity of such qualified electors voting thereat • 
shall ratify the same, it shall thereafter be sub 
mitted to the Legislature lor its approval or re­ 
jection as a whole, without power of alteration 
or amendment, and if approved by a majority 
vote of the members elected to each House, it 
shall become the charter of such city and the 
organic law thereof, and shall supersede any 
existing 
charter 
aud any 
amendments 
thereof, and ail special laws inconsist­ 
ent 
with 
such 
charter. 
A 
copy 
oí 
such charter, certified by the Mayor, 
or chief executive officer, and authenti­ 
cated by the seal of such city, setting 
forth the submission of such charter to the 
electors, and its ratification by them, shall be 
made in duplicate, aud deposited, one in the 
office of the Secretar}' of State, and the other, 
after being recorded in said Recorder's office, 
shall be deposited in the archives of the city 
and thereafter all Courts shall take judicial 
notice of said charter. The charter so ratified 
may he amended, at intervals of not less than 
two years, by proposals therefor, submitted by 
the legislative authority of the city V) the quali­ 
fied electors thereof, at a general br special elec­ 
tion held at least sixty days after tne publica 
tion of such proposals, and ratified by at least 
three-fifths of the qualified electors votiug there­ 
at, and approved by the Legislature as herein 
provided for the approval oí the charter. It 
submitting any such charter, or amendment 
thereto, any alternative article or proposition 
may be presented for the choice of the voters, 
and may be voted on separately w ithout preju­ 
dice to others. 


Now, therefore, pursuant to the provisions of 
the Constitution and an Act of the Legislature, 
entitled “ An Act to provide for the submission 
of certain proposed amendments to the Consti­ 
tution of the State, hereinafter named, and 
which have been proposed aud adopted by the 
Legislature of the State of California, at the 
session beginning on January third, c;ghteen 
hundred and eighty-seven, to the qualified vot­ 
ers of said State, at a special election to bo 
called by the Governor for the twelfth day of 
April, eighteen hundred and eighty-seven,” ap­ 
proved March 15, 1887, the said amendinents 
are submitted to be separately voted upon, by 
ballot, by the qualified electors ol the State, on 
M ay, April 12,188?. 


The said amendments are respectively desig­ 
nated : 
•* Amendment Number One.” 
"Amendment Nnmber Two." 
“ Amendment Number Three,” 
And will, if adopted, be respectively desig­ 
nated amendments numbers four, five, and six, 
in the order of their submission; and the ballots 
used at such election must contaiq the words : 
“ For the Amendment Number One.” 
" For the Amendment Number Two.” 
“ For the Amendment Number Three.” 
Or the words: 
“ Against the Amendment Number One.” 
" Against the Amendment Number Two,” 
" Against the Amendment Number Three.” 
W ritten or printed thereon. 
And the Boards of Supervisors of each of tlic- 
respective counties of the State are hereby di­ 
rected to appoint officers of election and cause 
the polls to be opened, by proclamation, on said 
M ay, April 12,1887, 


At each of the election precincts of their re­ 
spective counties, pursuant to the statutes of 
the State in such case made and provided; said 
election to be conducted, and the returns there­ 
of duly certified to the Secretary of State, at the 
State Capitol, Sacramento, in like manner as 
provided by law in the election f State officer 
(other than Governor and Lieutenant-Governor), 
And I do hereby offer a reward of one hun­ 
dred dollars for the arrest and conviction of any 
and every person violating any of the pro­ 
visions of Title IV., Part I., of the Penal Code 
such rewards to be paid until the total araoun 
expended hereafter for the purpose reaches the 
sum of ten thousand dollars.

T h e N ew P r e s id e n t o f M ills C o lleg e. 
Mention has heretofore been made of the 
fact that Dr. C. C. Stratton, President of 
the University of the Pacific, at San Jose, 
had been chosen as President of the Mills 
College, near Oakland. Dr. Stratton is re­ 
garded as one of the foremost educators in 
the country. He is a native of Pennsyl­ 
vania, where he was educated for the min­ 
istry of the Methodist Church. He was 
pastor of the First Methodist Church at 
Portland, Or., in 1S68, and subsequentlv 
removed to Salem. He was called to the 
pastorate of the church at San Jose, which 
he filled with great satisfaction for three 
years. He became President of the Uni­ 
versity of the Pacific at San Jose in 1874. 
The aftuirs of the college were then at a 
low ebb, but under Rev. Mr. Stratton's able 
administration this institution of learning 
soon became one of the most prominent 
on the coast. 
Dr. Stratton will not take his new posi­ 
tion until the beginning ot the next terra. 
He has been for ten years President of the 
University of the Pacific, a position which 
he has filled with honor, and his lora is re­ 
gretted by all connected with the institu­ 
tion. No one has, as yet, been selected to 
fill the vacancy, but his successor will be 
decided upon and installed before the be­ 
ginning ojf the summer term. The first 
intimation that Dr. Stratton intended to 
sever his connection with the University 
was received some months ago, when he 
tendered his resignation to the Board of 
Trustees with the statement that he had 
been offered the Presidency of Mills Col­ 
lege. At that time, however, arrangements 
that were satisfactory were made by the 
University Trustees for the continuance 
of Dr. Stratton in his place. 
His salary 


was increased, after a statement of the 
ardnons duties that fell upon him and of 
the attractive character of the invitation 
which came from Mills College. So far as 
the public was concerned, it was thought 
that there was an end to the matter, and 
that Mills College would look elsewhere 
for a President. So far as his position was 
concerned under the new arrangement, 
Stratton was perfectly satisfied, but other 
circumstances arose which caused him to 
reconsider the matter and decide to accept 
the proposal from Mills College. These 
circumstances were of a purely personal 
nature and not due to anything in connec­ 
tion with the college. During the Doctor s 
service as President the number of students 
has increased from less than 100 to over 
400, and among them all there is not one 
who has not the highest regard for Presi­ 
dent Stratton. 
The same is true of the 
Trustees, and in fact all who have come in 
contact with him, and his departure will 
be deeply regretted by all.

ever,- conceivable form of advertisem ent, 
this seciioD, though in no sense inferior to 
any in the, State, has been most compla­ 
cen tlv left to itself. 
But this can be easily accounted for. A 
few years ago, when the earlier fruit-grow­ 
ers ventured to try different kinds of fruit 
by way of experiment, they were surprised 
to find that all kinds seemed to do equally 
well, and even when a few onmge trees 
were planted they found that the fruit 
matured finely, but they did not realize 
that they might engage in orange culture 
on a large scale and for profit, because they 
had heretofore thought the citrus fruits be­ 
longed to the southern portion of the State, 
and not until two years ago, when the 
R ecord-TJn io s made "its stirring call for a 
citrus fair at Sacramento, did they begin to 
realize what a soil and climate we were 
blessed with. 
Let me add, they do not 
fully realize it yet, but they will before two 
years more have gone by. 
The thing most desired here now is 
water. The development of the fruit in­ 
terest in this county has been so rapid that 
the water supply lias not kept pace with i t ; 
but the citizens of this whole section of the 
county are fully alive to the necessity of a 
water supply that will meet the wants, not 
only of those engaged in fruit growing 
now, but all that may engage in it in the 
future. The supply is abundant in the 
mountains above us, and no great feat of j 
engineering skill is required to bring it in 1 
when once it has been decided to under­ 
take it. And it has been virtually decided 
that water is to come in abundance, and 
the means by which it is to be accom­ 
plished will not be withheld. 
This much 
is settled. With abundance of water the 
possibilities of this county are practically 
unlimited. 
The fruit outlook for this year is very 
flattering, and it is encouraging to notice 
that all branches of the business are dis­ 
posed to work in harmony and tor a com­ 
mon purpose.
